ADMINAL SAMPSON 


Head of the Navy Replies to Vio- 
lent Attacks on Admiral, 


ABUSE HAS BEEN ABUNDANT 


Many Letters Have Reached Department 
Ciitlcising the Sea Fighter 


GENERAL REPLY I$ SENT © OUT 


Holder of the Naval Portfolio Declares 
the Commander of the North At- 
lantic Squadron Has Done 
His Duty in a Most Sat- 
isfactory Manner. 


Washington, August 8.—The secretary of 
the navy has received several letters vio- 


lently attacking Admiral Sampson. The 


following is the copy of his reply to one of 
them: 


“Navy Department, Washington, D. C., 
August 5, -1898.—My Dear Sir: I am in 
receipt of your letter and hasten to assure 
you that what you say about Admiral 
Sampson is so unjust that it can be only 
pardoned on the ground of your ignorance 
of the whale matter. You have no appre- 
clation of the responsibilities that have 
been upon Admiral Sampson; of his very 
superior attainments as an officer and the 
splendid work he has done in preparing 
for the naval victory which was the crown- 


‘Ing accomplishment of his efforts for weeks 


and weeks before Santiago. 

‘Justice is always done in the long run. 
But when you indulge in such unfounded 
criticism, I cannot forbear to protest, 
as I would feel bound to do if you had 
referred in similar terms to any other of 
our deserving officers. 

“1, Admiral Sampson was selected -for 
the command of the north Atlantic squad- 
ron because the department in the exercise 
of its best judgment with an eye single 
to the public interests, believed that he 
was especially fitted for the place. Ad: 
miral Sicard, who held the command, hav: 
ing become incapacitated for duty by rea 
gon of sickness, was necessarily withdrawn 
by order of the department, and Samp- 
son was next in commartd: These two 
are especially accomplished ordnance of- 
ficers, having been each at the head of the 
ordnance bureau and having devoted them- 
selves to that branch of naval science. 
Sampson is a man of the very highest 
professional attainments, solely devoted to 
his duty. He never pushes himself for- 
ward, and when you accuse him of any- 
thing of that sort you do most cruel in- 
justice to a man who has never sought 
favor or applause in any other way than 
by the simple discharge of his duty. 

Porto Rico Movement Explained. 

“o The movement on Porto Rico was 
not a movement for its capture. The de- 
which has very rarely inter- 
fered with the movements of admirals 
commanding squadrons, did, however, 
make one express order and that was that 
our battleships shoulda not be exposed to 
the risk of serious injury from the fire 
of any fort. At that time the Spanish 
feet was strong. Itg whereabouts and 
destination were unknown. The primal 
necessity was to meet and crush its ships 
and to secure for us the domination of 
the sea. The Oregon had not arrived, the 
Maine was destroyed and no naval au- 
thority would justify the unnecessary risk 
of destruction of any of our battleships 
except in battle with the enemy’s ships. 
The movement to Porto Rico was to meet, 
if possible, the fleet of Cervera, which 
was then expected. Cervera, undoubtedly 
learning that our fleet was at San Juan 
changed his destination to Santiago. Our 
movement to Porto Rico thus became a 
reconnoisance and fulfilled its purpose. 
There was no some at this time of 
taking Porto Ricoy as the army was then 
not ready to co-operate. 

“2 With regard to sending our ships 
into the harbor of Santiago: Admiral 
Sampson was acting under the explicit 
orders of the department not to expose 
his armored ships to the risk .of sinking 
by the mines and the wisdom of his 
course, I believe, is universally acknowl- 
edged by naval authorities. He waited, 
as he should have done, the co-operation 
of the army. How effectually under. this 
co-operation the result was accomplished 
is now a matter*of history. There are 
few more graphic scenes than must have 
been presented at 4 o’clock on the after- 
noon of the 14th of July, when Shafter, 
with his troops ready to assault Santiago, 
awaited the reply of the Spanish com- 
mander to the demand for surrender. — 

“Sampson’s fleet was at the mouth uf the 
harbor, drawn up in line and ready to 
bombard, as it had been for days previous, 
and the sigral officer stood on the heights 
ready to give the signal for firing. Hap~ 
pily, instead of this signal, came the good 
word that the Sp2nish had surrendered 
to this combined readiness for attack. 


Has Had Great Responsibilities. 

“4 Please bear in mind the variety and 
weight of the responsibilities which were 
upon Admiral Sampson for the month 
prior to the great battle which destroyed 
Cervera’s fleet. He was commanding of- 
ficer of the whole squadron, charged with 
the blockade of the whole Cuban coast; 
charged with the detail of all the move- 
ments of ships; charged with clerical corre- 
spondence, with the department and other 
officers, and especially charged with pre- 
venting the escape of Cervera. Remember 
that this man whom you so sweepingly 
accuse was devoting his days and nights 
to these duties. If you will read the orders 
issued by him beginning with June Ist 
you will find that the most thorough pre- 
cautions had been taken to prevent the 
escape of Cervera; that our fleet was kept 
constantly in line, so far from the en- 
trance at night and so far by day; that 
the most rigid care with searchlights and 
every other appliance was taken every 
night; that the commanding officer of every 
vessel knew his pcst and his duty in 
case of an attempt to escape, so that, 
when that attempt came the movement 
to prevent it, by the attack of our vessels 


partment, 


| movement of that great battle was carried 


out, although General Grant was neither 
at Missionary Ridge nor Lookout Moun- 
tain, 
"I can well remember why the friends 
of other officers should be so enthusiastic 
and earnest as I am in giving them the 
credit they so richly—every one of them— 
deserve for their glorious work. I cannot 
conceive of anybody so Mean as to detract 
by a single hair from their merit. But 
I canmot understand why 8uch a bitter feel- 
ing is manifested in many quarters toward 
Admiral Sampson, when all the e¢fficers 
subordinate to him In thelr renorts clearly 
and cordially recognize the fact that al- 
though at the beginning he was, by orders 
from Washimeton, going to confer with 
General Shafter, yet the battle was furvght 
under his orders, and that the victory was 
the consummation of his thorouzh prerara- 
tion. For myself, I would crown every 
one of them with laurel. I want them all 
to have their just deserts. ‘very one of 
them deserve unstinted praise: pot one of 
them deserves amything less than fvll mens- 
ure for that day’s work. And therefore 
I can think of nothing more cruel than 
a depreciation of the merit c? the falth- 
ful, devoted, patriotic commander-in-chief, 
physically frail, worn with ceaseless yvigi- 
lance, weighed with measureless resnonst- 
bilities and details. letting ro duty go 
undone: for weeks with ceaseless nrecau- 
tions blockading the Spanish squadron: at 
last, by the unerringe fulfillment of his 
plans, crushing it with the fleet under his 
commamd. now compelled in dignified si- 
lence to be assailed aa vindictively as if 
he wes an enemv to Ws country. T am 
sure that no one denrecates such an attack 
more tham officers of the fleet—commnoa.trres. 
cevtains and all. Among them a’! js rerce: 
whatever disquiet there may be elsewhore 
the navy fs serene, f{ ar& remtided of Mra.

McKinley’s Premier Likely To Be Made 
a Peace Commissioner. 

New York, August 8—A special to The 
Herald from Washington says In connec- 
tion with the probable selection of Secre- 
tary Day as one of the peace commtis- 
stoners, it is stated that he will at an 
early date retire from the office of secre- 
tory state and after concluding his labors 
as & member of the commission, resume

BLANCO |ASSUMES A MILDNEsS 


Followers That Spain Has Lost. 

New York, August 8.—According to ad- 
vices réceived from Havana by the Cuban 
junta, Captain General Blanco appreciates 
the fact that he must soem “withdraw him- 
self-and his forces fronfihe islan® of Cyba. 
He assumed a mildness of demeanor which 
compares strangely with his previous bom- 


bastic attitude and frequently expressed | 


determinatior to hold out in Havana to the 
death, and he is treating the insurgents 
with great consideration. 

In a recent proclamation he made known 
to the Spanish people of Cuba that Spain, 
through the intervention of foreign powers 
had been forced to the disgraceful issue of 
suing for peace, and that there would be 
no more war and no further use for gol- 
diers. He offered a pardon to all Cuban 
polit‘cal prisoners an@ more than 150 wete 
released in Havana. 

In explaining Spain’s defeat in his procla- 
mation, Captain General Blanco informs his 
readers that Spain, having suffered so much 
in the present war, could not resist the in- 
terference of the foreign powers an@ go to 
war with al] countries at once, so she was 
compelled to accede to their dictation and 
sue for peace. Havana, he says, will be 
given over to Americans and Cubans and 
the Spaniards will be forced to evacuate. 

Captain General Blanco assures the sol- 
diers and ali Spanish residents who wish to 
réturn to Spain or go to other Span'‘sh 
possessions that they will get free trans- 
portation, and will lw protected from inter- 
ference on the part of either Cubans or 
Americans. He suggests that the Cubans 
be forgiven and no longer be regarded as 
enemies, and that no unking feelings be 
cherished.

MORE TRANSPORTS FOR MANILA 


Scandia and Arazona Will Carry Re- 
enforcements To Merritt. 

San Francisco, August 8.—The big trans- 
ports Seandia and Arizona may sail for 
the Philippines by the end of the week if 
not before. There is a growing belief 
that they may not carry sO many men as 
was at first intended, and that the begin- 
ning of peace negotiations will mean the 
mustering out of most of the troops re- 
maining at Camp Merritt and the Presi- 
dio.

Near- 
ly 5,000 tons of commissary stores will go 
on the Scandia and Arizona,

Washington, August 8.—Surgeon General 
Sternberg has received the following re- 
port concerning the conditions existing at 
Santiago. It explains what has been done 


by the medical department and gives the 
disadvantages under which the department 


operated in Cuba, 

“Tampa Heights, Fla., July 29, 1898.—To 
the Surgeon General, United States Army, 
Washington. D. C.—Sir: In view of the re- 
cent charges made affecting the efficiency 
of the army medica] department at Santia- 
go and especially with reference to the 
conditions prevailing on the hospital trans- 
ports sent nerth with wounded, I have the 
honor to submit the following facts, be- 
lieving that my position as adjutant to the 
chief surgeon, Fifth corps, and as the offi- 
cer in charge of the outfitting of the hos- 
pital transports Iroquois, Cherokee and 
Breakwater, may possibly give value to 


such report. 

“Drugs, medicines, dressings, instru- 
ments, hospital tentage and supplies were 
loaded on the transports at Tampa in 
quantities sufficient to meet the needs of 
the Santiago expedition. These supplies 
were divided up on the various vessels, 
each organgation having its own equip- 
ment. The landing on Cuban soil was made 
as rapidly as possible, each organization 
accompanied by the medical attendance as- 
signed to it and troops were pushed for- 
ward with no other equipment and supplies 
than could be carried by the seidier. Hav- 
ing no means of transportation for even 
their field chests the regimental medical 
officers had absolutely no resources at their 
command except such as were provided by 
the orderly and hospital corps pouches and 
the first aid pawkets carried by the soldiers. 
Having once left their.ships the latter were 
promptly ordered out of the small bays at 
Siboney and Baiquiri to permit the un- 
loading of other ships. 

Unloaded Ships Went to Sea. 

“These partially unloaded ships, in obe- 
dience to their orders, then proceeded to 
sea from five to fifteen miles, where they 
remained hove-to indefinitely. Such orders 
were given to transports carrying the re- 
serve and the first divisional hospitals. The 
one carrying the reserve hospital, in obe- 
dience to its orders, proceeded to join the 
naval blockading squadron off Morro castle. 
where it remained five days and nights, the 
Other transport disappearing, if I was cor- 
rectly informed, for an entire week. Dur- 
ing this time the fight at Quasina had oc- 
curred and large numbers. of sick and 
wounded were requiring treatment. In the 
meentime a report of the conditions pre- 
vailng on shore was made to the chief 
surgeon, who promptly laid the case be- 
fore the commanding general, requesting 
that a launch be placed ‘under the control 
of the medical department for the collec- 
tion of medical supplies from the various 
transports. It was also requested that a 
pack train be organized, in the proportion 
of one pack mule to each regiment, to 
transports supplies—especially the fidld 
chests—to the front for proper distribution, 
and I was suggested by the chief surgeon 
a$ available for the pérformance of these 
duties, The exigency of the situation did 
not apparently appeal to the commanding 
gereral, and after two days the medical 
department was unable to get transporta- 
tion of any kind to the other ships or to 
the shore, although there were a large 
TNumber of naval launches and boats em- 
pieyed on various other duties. On the 
third day by order of the adjutant gener- 
al one row boat was turned over to the 
medica! department for the purposes above 
named, and at the same time an order was 
issued for land transportation to carry 
medical supplies to the front ‘not to ex- 
ceed one six-mule team.’ On getting into 
this boat with supplies from the headquar- 
ters’ transport I was directed by sundry 
staff officers to take them on various er- 
rands. 

. Boat Taken Away from Him. 

On my refusa} to recognize their author- 
ity, the commanding general, who had ap- 
peared on the scene, personally revoked the 
previous order and directed, after the land- 
ing of the supplies alreade in -the boat 
that it should return without delay. Pre- 
sent-ng the order for land transportation 


to the quartermaster on shore, I was in- | 


formed that only pack mules had as yet 
been landed, that neither wagon nor har- 
ness had been brought ashore, and finally 
that the roaqd was impassable for wagons. 
After this boat had been taken away the 
chief surgeon was without any means of 
communication with the medical officers on 
shore or still on transports, of finding out 
their wants or of remedying the Many evils 
already known to him. This condition of 
things remaineg unt!] after the fight at 
La Quasina, ‘at which time there were 
absolutely no dressings, hospit) tentage or 
supplies of any kind on shore within reach 
of the surgeons already landed. The news 
of the Quasina fight being reported to the 
chief surgeon he: was /finally ordereg to get 
on board the Olivette and to send her to 
Siboney, where she receiveq the wounded. 
Within the following day or so the trans- 
ports carry’ng the reserve and first divi- 
siona! hospitals were found and unloaded 
of their hostptal tents, the jatter hospital 
finally obtaining limited transportation to 
the front. After a couple of days’ duty 
on board the Olivette I was direcied to put 
the Iroquois in condition to receive patients 
and to take the full capacity of the ship 
on board. While doing thixs I was able ta 
set ashore considerable hospital tentage and 
supplies found aboard of her, and having 
control of her boats, I was able 


| quently outfitting the Cherokee and Break- 


water this work was continued as we!) as 
opportunity and limited facilities permitted. 
getting supplies from perhaps a third of 
the transports composing the fleet. Out- 
side of this it is believed that no other reg- 
imental medical property was ever unload- 
ed up to the time of my departure with the 
wounded on July 10th. Appealing on sev- 
eral occasions for the use of a lighter or 
small steamer to coilect and land medical 
eupplies, I am informed by the quartermas- 
ter’s department that they could render no 
assistance in that way and the medical de- 
partment was compelled to rely entirely 
upon its own energies and improvise its 
own transportation. I feel justified in say- 
ing that at the time of my departure large 
quantities of medical supplies urgently 
needed on shore stll remaine@ on trans- 
ports, numbers of which were under orders 
to return to the United States. 
medical department carried along double 
the amount of supplies it is difficult to see 
how, with the totally inadequate land and 
water transportation provided by the quar- 
termaster’s department the lamentable con- 
ditions on shore could Have been in any 
way improved. 
Duty Demaniing Experience. 

“The outfitting of transports for the re- 
ception of the sick and wounded is a duty 
demanding thought and experience, and 
should never be entrusted to anyone except 
a regular medical officer. It includes the 
proper policing of the portions of the ship 
to be used by the wounded, the removal 
of bunks and partitions to give space and 
air, the utilization of the ship’s blankets, 
doormats, rugs and carpets, to render the 
bunks more comfortable, the securing of 
extra supplies such as canned soups and 
fruits, lime juice and oatmeal, the estab- 
lishment of a mess and laundry and the 
assignment of convalescents to specific 
light duties which materially relieve the 
over-worked hospital corps. Usually, it is 
necessary: to overcome passive resistance 
and opposition on the part of the crews 
and a tendency on the part of the captains 
to disregard or modify orders. In several 
instances.in my own experience this action 
or the crew amounted almost to mutiny, 
and was only to be dealt with by threats, 
a show of force, and in one instance by 
the use of the irons. While executive of- 
frrer with the general hospital, Fort Mon- 
roe, I learned officially that the captain of 
the steamship Seneca positively refused to 
obey the orders emanating from your of- 
fice, given him by the contract suregon in 
charge, to proceed to New York, he re- 
maining rfearly an additional day at Hamp- 
ton Roads with sick and wounded, and 
asserting that he would obey no orders 
given by the medical department. A simi- 
lar experience of my own at Quasina, 
which had to be settled by force, empha- 
sizes the fact that no one should be placed 
in charge of such a ship who is not ac- 
customed to command men and enforce 
obedience. 

“With regard to the Red Cross Society 
it would seem as if the lofty purposes of 
this organization were on the Santiago ex- 
pedition subverted, to individual interests. 
While at Tampa the Red Cross ship, State 
of Texas. was formally placed under the 
control of the chief surgeon, I‘ifih. corps, 
by Dr. Egan, the representative of the so- 
ciety, he acting under telegraphic instruc- 
tions to that effect. Colonel Pope accept- 
ed this offer and directed that the State 
of Texas accompany the expedition of 
General Shafter to its destination. Al- 
though this order was fully understood by 
Dr. Egan, the State of Texas did nof ac- 
company the expedition, nor did it arrive 
at Siboney until the forces had been land- 
ed, a battle fought andour hospitais esiab- 
lishe@ and in working order. The first 
offers of aid made by this society dealt 
largely if generalities afd manifested re- 
luctance to subordinate the organization to 
the medica] department. Too much praise 
cannot be given to the individual efforts of 
ws. Lesser and ‘the Red Cross nurses. Their 


. work was untiring and unselfish and the 


assistance rendered by them ‘was of great 
value. 

‘In conclusion, it is desired to emphasize 
the fact that the lamentable conditions 
prevailing in the army before Santiago 
were due to military necessity which threw 
the troops on shore and away from the 
possibility of supply, without medicimes, in- 
struments, dressings or hospital stores o!

Adolph Sutro died here this morning. 

Mr. Sutro was was born at Aix-la-Cha- 
pelle, Prussia, April 29, 1830. He arrived 
in San Francisco in 1850 and first engaged 
in mereantile pursuits, but later ventured 
into mining. He conceived the idea of 
tunneling the Comstock lode, a work which 
lasted several years and cost millions of 
doliars. Sutro amassed a fortune of about 
$4,000,000 in mining and real estate opera- 
tions. He was elected mayor four years 
ago, and served one term. 

He had been ill for a long time, nervous 
troubles incapacitating him for business. 
While his death has been expected for 
some time, it came 4$ a great shock to the 
community.

NEGRO SEIZES LITTLE GIRL 


Near the Home of Her Parents in Meri- 
wether County, 


SCREAMS OF CHILD BRING MOTHER 


Brute Runs, Comes to Griffin and Ig 
Caught—Mob Composed of Citi- 
* gens of Three Counties Takes 
the Negro and Puts Him 
to Death. 


Griffin, Ga., August 8&.—(Special.)—John 
Meadows, a mulatto negro, was lynched in 
this city about 4 o’clock this afternoon by a 
mob of over 500 citizens of Meriwether, 
Pike and Spalding counties. | 

The crime for which the fiend was* 
hanged was attempted rape and his victim 
was Nora Camp, the seven-year-old daugh- 
ter of Captain Benson Camp, one of the 
most highly respected citizens of Mer- 
wether county, who lives about five miles 
from Senoia, 

The screams of the child brought her 
mother to the rescue and the negro fled. 
The little one was frightfully bruised and 
left in a critica] condition. 

The crime was committed yesterday 
afternoon and the police of Griffin were 
notified this morning that Meadows was 
thought to be heading this way and to 
keep a sharp lookout for him. 

A large posse from Meriwether and Pike 
counties followed the negro to this city, 
reaching here about 1 o'clock without- 


_baving captured him, 


; Arrest of the Brute. 
Later on Mr. A. B. Cleveland notified 
the police that the negro was on his place 


and if ghey would come out he would de- 


liver him over to them. Officers Connor 


and Flynt immediately -atmed themselves, 


secured a conveyance and went after the 
negro. The mattér was kept very quiet 
and the officers hoped to place the negra 
behind the bars of Spalding county jail 
before the band of determined men learn- 
ed that he had been arrested, but in this 
they were mistaken. 

When the officers with their prisoner 
reached Hill street, just opposite the Bap- 
tist church, the mob, which had swelled 
to at least 500 determineg and heavily arm- 
ed men, leveled their weapons on them 
and demanded the prisoner. 

Resistance was useless, but Officer Con- 
nor begged the crowd to allow him to pro- 
ceed to the jail and let the law take its 
course. Before he ceased speaking both ne 
and Officer Flynt were pulled out of the 
buggy, their places were taken by two of 
the most fearless of the mob and amid 
triumphant shouts the party hastily lef? 
the city. 

Swung To a Limb. 

They proceeded out to the western su 
‘burbs and hanged him on ithe same Limi 
on which Oscar Williams was hanged July 
22, 1897, for assaulting a little six-year-oM 
girl in Clayton county. 

After placing the rope around Meadowe’s 
neck he confessed to the crime and his 
body was pulled up several feet from the 
ground and completely riddled with bullets. 

After making sure their work was well 
done the crowd quietly left the scene and 
returned to their homes, but ready ang 
willing to assemble again and as often as 
black flends commit that greatest of crimes. 

This makes the third lynching to occur 
in Griffin within the last two years and 
each time the crime was committed in some 
other county than Spa'ding and the par- 
ties who took the law in their hands were 
principally friends and neighbors of the 
innocent victims to the just of black brutes. 


Texans Hang a Negro. 

Palestine, Tex., August 8.—Sunday morn- 
ing the wife of a prominent railroagqd man 
and a young lady visiting her were 
awakened by a negro in their room, en- 
deavoring to chilordform them. They 
screamed and he escaped. Later, Dan 
Ogg, a negro, Was arrested and identified 
by the ladies. At midnight a mob of 20 
men invaded the jail, secured Ogg and 
hanged him in the courthouse yard. A 
volley of 100 shots was fired into the 
swinging body. The megroes are excited 
and sullen, claiming Ogg was innocent.

ARMY AND NAYY 


Shafter and Sampson Had Thoreugh Un- 
derstanding. 


LETTERS! WERE FREQUENT 


Admiral Sends to Washington a Copy 
of the Correspondence. 


THE REPORT IS FULL AND COMPLETE 


There Was a Unity of Action Between 


the Two Branches During the At- 
tacks Upon Santiago. 


‘Washington, August 8.—A good deal of 
light is thrown upon the relations between 
the army and navy during that critical 
period just preceding the surrender of 
Santiago by the following extracts from 
Admiral Sampson's report, dated July 
15th, which is now made public by the 
navy department: 

On July Ist a demonstration was made 
by a Michigan volunteer regiment at 
Aguadores, under command of General 
Duffield. The New York, Gloucester and 
Suwanee moved up at the request of the 
army, to assist in an attack which was 
to bagin at daylight, but the troops which 
eame by rail did not arrive until 9:20, 

The small river, San Juan, cuts through 
a deep defile and is spanned by an iron 
railroad bridge. There is an ancient fort 
near the water, and on the hill two small 
rifle pits. Some sixteen or twenty of the 
enemy had been counted while waiting 
fer the troops, but disappeared when the 


‘ ehips began firing. The troops advanced 


‘as far as the bridge. 

A corner of the fort was knocked off 
by the shells of the navy and the flagstaff 
shot away. Desultory firing was kept up 
between our troops and the Spanish, the 
troops weturning to Siboney about 10:30 
o'clock. 

On the evening of July ‘ist, the admiral 
was advised by General Shafter that the 
army would assault at daylight on the 
the 2d, and the navy was requested to 
keep up a fire at the batteries on the bluff. 
The squadron consequently closed in 
eatly on the morning of the 2d, ang kept 
up a vigorous fire for two hours, but the 
attack proposed by Genera! Shafter did 
mot take place on that day. 

On the night of July ist the Reina Mer- 
cedes was sunk by the Spaniards so as 
to obstruct the ships. Extensive shore 
batteries existed, and if smaller vessels 
had been sent in and sunk by the mines 
Or batteries, the harbor would have been 
effectually closeq against us. 

Determined To Take Batteries. 

lt Was essential to the new scheme of 
attack of the combined forces that the 
yosition occupied by the eastern and We st- 


ern batteries should be carried, and this 
Was the scheme of action first proposed 
Sy General Shafter on the day of his first 


‘@frival. It was at that time explained to 


him that it was of primary importance 
that these points should first he carried, 
as their possession insured the destruction 
of the mines, the entrance of heavy ships 
into the harbor and the assault on Cer- 
vera’s fleet. This was heartily consented 
to by General Shafter, who Stated that 
the entrance to the harbor Was the key 
to the situation.

It had been the admiral’s desire to do 
everything possible to co-operate with) 
General Shafter. Such an attack as that 
Proposed by the general was in complete 
accord with the views held by the admiral, 
and was discussed with his staff.

Bombardment Begins. 


On the morning of the 9th the navy’s po- 
sition was taken up in close to the beach 
at Aguadores, where the Brooklyn and In; 
diana continued the bombardment of San- 
tiago from 9:27 a. m. until 1 p. m., at which 
hour it was requested by General Shafter 
that it should cease. 

On July 12th a report was sent in from 
the army as to the fall of shell, showing 
that the fire had been very effective and 
that several fires had started im the city 
and nearly all the she ls fell within the 
city limits. The followingecorrespondence 
then took place: 

“Headquamers Fifth Army Corps, July 
11.—Commander-in-chief North Atlantic 
Squadron: My lines are now complete to 
the bay north of Santiagp. Your shots can 
be observed from there perfectly, at least 
these that fall in the town. Flames fol- 
lowed several] shots fired today, but seemed 
to be quletly- extinguished. A number of 
shots fell in the bay close to a smal] gun- 
boat lying near the shore. At present they 
are considering a demand for unconditional 
surrender. I will notify you of the result. 
I think it advisable to put in some heavy 
shots. say ten 13-inch’s tomorrow, and see 
tf we cannot etart a fire. te careful not to 
shoot beyond the town, as my troops are 
ewithin one and one-half miles of it and 
you will be firing directly toward 193. 

“SHAFTER. Major General.” 

Admiral Sampson notified General Shaf- 
ter on the 12th that he proposed to begin 
the bombardment next morning with 13- 
inch shells. The Oregon, Massachusetts 
and Indiana were promptly on hand on 
the morning of the 13th and prepared to 


fire. 

On the evening of the 12th, however, Gen- 
eral Shafter sent the following telegram 
to Admiral Sampson: 

“Santiago de Cuba, July 12.—A truce ex- 
ists and negotiations are now pending 
with the Spanish commander. All firing 
must ba discontinued-during the cessation 
of hostilities. Due notice of the com- 
mencement will be given. 

“SHAFTER, Major General.”’ 

“Headquarters, Santiago, July 12.—A 
truce exists now and will probably continue 
all day tomorrow, the 13th. 

“SHAFTER, Major General.’’ 

To which Admiral aSmpson replied: 

“July 13, 1898.—General Shafter: I am 
now prepared to shell the city of Santiago 
with three of my largest ironclads with 
13-inch projectiles. Can commence at 
short notice. Will wait your signal.” 
— telegraphed at 10 o’clock on the

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GENERAL JOHN S. POLAND DEAD ' 


Native of Indiana and a Graduate of 
West Point Passes Away. 
Washington, August 8.—The war depart- 
ment today received notification of the 
death of Brigadier General John 8S. Poland, 
of typhoid fever, at Asheville, N. C., this 
morning. He was born at Princeton, Ind., 
October 14, 1836, amd was graduated from 
West Point in 1861 and assigned to the Sec- 
ond infantry. He was promoted to first 
lieutenant July 6, 1861; captain, June 2%, 
1862, and rose to his present grade of colo- 
nel Seventeenth United States infantry Au- 
gust 1, 1891. He was appointed brigadier 

general of volunteers May 4, 1898. 

His first(active service was in the Ma- 
nassas campaign of July, 1861, being in the 
battle of Bull Run. The other battles in 
which he participated were the siege of 
Yorktown, Gaine’s Mill, Malvern Hill. Man- 
assas, Antietam Shepardstown, Fredericks- 
burg, Chancellorsville and Gettysburg, and 
was engaged in the defense of the capital 
against General Early’s raiders. For gal.

Of Antietam, Shepardstown and Freder cks- 
burg he was made brevet major, and was 
made brevet lieutenant colone} at the battle 
of Chancellorsville. 

At the outbreak of the present war he 
was in command at the Columbus barracks, 
Ohio, and promptly offered his services 
and@ at the time of his death was brigadier 
general, commanding the Second division, 
First army corps, at Chickamauga Park. 
Ga. General Poland was a very able and 
zealous officer and conscientious im the dis- 
charge of every duty. 

His standing in the army was of the high- 
est, his fellow officers considering him pos- 
sessed of a high order of ability and d's- 
cretion, especially adapting him to perform 
important duties réquiring capacity, pro- 
fessional zeal and good judgment.

Alarms the Officials. 


Washington, August 8.—The epidemic of 
typhoid fever which prevails in so many of 
the army camps is giving the war depart- 
ment a great deal of concerm and steps 
are being taken to check the fever and 
prevent further spread of the disease 

Surgeon General Sternberg today issued 
a circular calling attention to a former 
circular issued by the :snedical department 
April 25th. The former circular was de- 
voted to recommendations yor the icalth 
of the troops and minutely pointed cut 
what to avoid and. how camps should be 
conducted from a eanitary point of view, 
together with suggestions as to food and 
clothing of the soidiers. It is the opinion 
of the surgeon general that these cundi- 
tions have not been carried out, and in his 
circular today he says: 

“The extensive prevaience of typhoid fe- 
ver in camps of instruction indicates that 
the sanitary recommendations made in this 
particular have not been carried out. ib 
medicai officers have tailed to make the 
proper recommendations as indicated the 
responsibility is with them, If uhese recom- 
mendations have been made nd prot acted 
upon by those having authoriy in the va- 
rious camps, the responsibility is not with 
the medical department; but these recom- 
mendations should be repealed and ccm- 
manding officers be urged to move their 
camps at frequent intervals and to «tain- 
tain a strict samitary police.’’ 

General Sternberg hopes to have more 
favorable reports and to hear soon that the 
epidemic of typhoid rever has been checked.

Hospital Train with 200 Sick Soldiers 
Arrived from Fernandiaa. 


NO WOUNDED AMONG PATIENTS 
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Some of the Men Come from the Hos- 
pital of the Seventh Army Corps. 


TEN RED CROSS NURSES ARRIVE 


The (Male Nurses Came Yesteriay 
from the North and Were Given 
Work in the Wards. 

() arrive at Fort McPherson since the 

camp has been made the general hos- 
pital depot for the army came early yester- 
day afternoon from Fernandina, Fla. 

On the train were 200 soldiers, many of 
them from the ranks of the Seventh army 
corps, staticned at Jacksonville, and a num-~- 
ber from the hospitals of Tampa and Key 
West. 

None of tlie patients were in the cam- 
paign in Cuba and most of them were down 
with typhoid fever and dysentery, both of 
which have been declared by army sur- 
geons to be more dangerous to the average 
soldier than the bullets of the Spaniards. 

The big hospital train that pulled’ in at 
Fort McPlerson yesterday afternoon had 
been due at 7 o'clock in the morning and 
preparations for the reception of the sick 
were made by Major Taylor early yester- 


day morning. For some reason the special 
was delayed at Macon several hours and 


the surgeons at the post had no way of 
telling when it would arrive. 

The whole hospital force, including the 
stewards of each of the four hospitals and 
their assistants were required to meet the 
train when it backed into the barracks and 
assist the sick men from the windows of 
the coaches on stretchers provided for the 
occasion Some time was required for thé 
work, as several men were necessary to 
aid in lifting each of the patients to the 


NE of the largest hospital trains to

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platform and carrying them on stretchers 
to the wards of the hospitals. 

No deaths occurred on the train while 
on the way to Atlanta, although several 
of the men attacked with typhoid fever are 
not expected to live. Few of the patients 
were able to walk to the hospital and for 
‘this reason several hours were required to 
convey all the mer -to their quarters. 

Owing to the jateness of the hour when 
the last patients were removed from the 
train the preparation of the steward’s list 
of volunteers who were among the sick 
Was postponed until this morning, but it 
was the impression of the.train corps that 
no Georgia volunteers were among the 
number. 

Many of the mew arrivals were carried 
to the open tents on the drill ground and 
the rest were distributed among the four 
general hospitais of the post. In the treat- 
ment of typhoid the hespitaf tent is con- 
sidered an advamtage by the eurgeons, 
since the patient is given all the air pos- 
sible and no danger is 1elt from the expos- 
ure necessitated, 

Red Cross Nurses Arrive. 

Early yesterday moming ten _ trained 
’ male nurses from the Red Cross Society ar- 
rived at Fort McPherson from New York 
and work was given them in the wards of 
the thospital at once. The number of train- 
ed nurses who have been doing the work 
at the post for weeks has been recognized 
as too small for the number of patients 
and several of the women have broken 
down from exhaustion. 

While David L. Cobb, the legal represen- 
tative of Clara Barton, was im the city last 
week he had a consultation with Major 
Taylor at the post and the former con- 
sented to telegraph for ten male nurses 
to come at once to reileye the force of a 
part of the work. The nurses came yester- 
day and are all strong, hardy men, capa- 
ble of exposure and hard work, and they 
were placed on duty in the fever wards 
without much delay. The ten men were 
of great assistance to the surgeons yester- 
day afternoon in handing the sick on the 
hospital train and re.ieving many of the 
women from this unpleasant task.

Two Battalions of the Fifth Vol- 
unteers Leave Savannaf, 


AARD MARCH OF THE BOYS 


Five Miles From Camp to Wharf Under 
Brolllng Sun. 


MARY FALL EXHAUSTED ON STREETS 


Young Ladies of Savannah Administer 
to the Suffering Soldiers—Chap- 
lain Refuses To Ship with 
His Regiment, Has Sent 
in Resignation. 


Savannah, Ga., August 8.—(Special.)—The 
cransport Rio Grande gsailed at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon with two battalions, the 
first and third, of the Fifth United 
States volunteer regiment, from Colum- 
bus, Miss., for Santiago de Cuba, 

The only member of the regiment who 
refused to go to Cuba with the troops 
was the chaplain of the regiment. About 
an hour and a half before the time first 
arranged for sailing, the chaplain, Rev. 
R,. D. Wear, of Birmingham, announced 
to Colonel H. H. Sergeant, in cOmmand 
of the regiment, that he had decided not 
to make the trip. The colonel was sur- 
prised and tolq the chaplain that he was 
a commissioned officer. 
any difference to the minister. He stated 
that he had wired his resignation and 
would wait here to receive its acceptance. 
The transport left without him. He was 
sitting on his baggage on the wharf when 
the vessel left. He said he did not see 
any use in gOing, as the war was practi- 
cally over, and he did not care about go- 
ing .to Cuba simply to be food for yellow 
fever. He said that his horse was not 
put on the wharf. The boys had to go off 
without a chaplain, 

Departure of the Rio Grande. 

The transport left the dock at the Cen- 
tral railway slip about 3 o'clock. The 
hour of departure had been continued 
from time to time, almost all day. There 
waa more confusion thar order about get- 
ting away, and Captain Staple, of the Rio 
Grande, who has moved regular soldiers 
during the present trouble, said the men 


did not get aboard as fast as he hoped 


they would, 

Only the first and third battalions of 
the Fifth regiment left on the Rio Grande. 
The second battalion, will go on one of 
the other transports which is to come. 

There were on board the Rio Grande 
663 men and thirty officers, Colonel H. H. 
Sergeant left with the first advance. 
Surgeon Anderson will wait and g0 with 
the second battalino. Each man was sup- 


‘plied with four days’ rations, ang just’ 


before the departure of the ship, coffee 
and hard-tack and sandwiches were gserv- 
ed them, 

They were a happy lot. Some of them 
may run up against yellow fever or Mauser 
bullets in Cuba, but they did not seem to 
fear any such fate. There was a red-hot 
crap game going on on the deck of the 
steamer most of the morning. The bones 
The 
boys were singing and joking and smoking: 
cigarettes against orders. They appeared 
contented, even jovial. The discipline was 
mot very strict. It will probably tighten 
up a bit when they get out to sea. 

Fell from Exhaustion. 

The march of the Mississippi troops to 
the transports in the middle of the day was 
a trying one, their camp being some four 
or five miles from the Central railroad 
wharf. As a result of it, with che heavy 
loads they had to carry, eight or ten of 
the men fell from sheer exhaustion on the 
way, and had to be taken to the hospital. 
The physician said they could not go with 
the troops, and they will have to remain 
here and go with Colonel Ray’s regiment, 
which is liable to be here for several days, 
Since nothing has yet been heard of the 
transports: for it.

LOOKING FOR MAN 


TO BEAT BRANTLEY 


Republicans of the Eleventh Hold Coa- 
vention in Waycross Tomorrow. 


TO NOMINATE A CANDIDATE 


Who Will Be Chosen for the Race Is 
Not Known. 


DEMOCRATS IN NO WAYS UNEASY 


_——_ 


Confident That Brantley Will Defeat 
Any Candidate Republicans 
Can Put Up. 


Brunswick, Ga., August 8% —(Special.)— 
Considerable interest attaches to the 
coming convention of the eleventh district 
republicans, which will assemble in Way- 
cross on next Wedmesday for the purpos¢d 
of nominating some candidate to oppose 
Hon. W. G. Brantley ior congress. It has 
been correctly reported that efforts were 
being made to induce Colonel Wilkinson, 
of Valdosta, to run, and these efforts have 
not abated. The success of them, however, 
is very much in doubt. Colonel Wilkiason 
is a lawyer of good reputation and is 3up- 
posed to have a good wank accoumt. The 
republicans realize that both of these are 
essential for the candidate to hbhoast of 
whom they put in nomination. It will re- 
quire both for their candidate to make 
anv sort of a showing in this race. I have 
a private tip from a very reliable source 
to the effect that Co.onel Wilkinson will 
not accept the nomination. He knows that 
to do so means an active and costly cam- 
paign without hope of reward, and while 
he is a republican wno bolted the demo- 
cratic party to vote his convictions, he is 
not the sort of a republican who wants to 


run for office as a party sacrifice. In addi- 
tion to this his business affairs are very 
complicated and require his constant atten- 
tion. He would be compelled to neglect 
his busimess to go into a campaign, and 
this, my informant states, is not at all to 


his liking. 

The outcome of the whole matter will 
probably be that Colonel Wilkinson will de- 
cline the nomination, as it is practically 
certain that it will be offered him. 

As a joke some one started the report 
that in case Colomel Wilkinson declined 
the nomination it would be tendered Hon. 
J. G@. Spottswood, United States commis- 
sioner for this district. He was here today 
en route to Waycross from his cottage on 
St. Simon’s. When the subject was men- 
tioned to him, Mr. Spottswood laughed at 
the suggestion and said he was too busy 
to fool with politics just at this time. 

Think There’s a Trade. 

Behind all these efforts to secure a candl- 
date to oppose Congressman Brantley the 
fine Italian thand of the populists can be 
seen sticking out. One cf the best posted 
politicians in the eleventh district sums 
up the situation in this way. 

“Ben Milliken, of Wayne,’’ says ne, “‘Is 
one of the shrewdest populists in the state. 
He is on their state ticket and I thave good 
reasom to believe he has fixed a fine scheme 
for the republicans and they have blindly 
swallowed the bait. Certain indications 
make it appear that he has made a trade 
whereby the repunlivans are to support the 
populist ticket, - | he in return will throw 
the populist \ to their candidate for 
congress in the November election. The 
Plan would work admiarably but for two 
reasons. The first of these is that there 
is a large number of republican votes 
which will not go to the populist: under 
any circumstances and the second is that 
Milliken cannot control the populists and 
throw their ballots to the republicams in 
the November contests, The populists will, 
however, get far the best of the trade, 
for their election comes first, and after 
that time—well, you know how it is after a 
man gets from you what he wants, and 
it isn’t human nature for him to spend 
much money and time trying to give you 
something you wamt, and political parties 
are the same way. Of course Milliken is 
acting in good faith as far as he is con- 
cerned, but his faith will not extend very 
far after the October elections, for the 
populists are going to vote for Brantley in 
numbers which will surprise even the most 
sanguine of his friends. 

“As far as the democrats of the eleventh 
are concerned, they are not losing any 
sleep over the scheming of the populists 
ond repubiicans. They know that the dem- 
ccrats have qa good majority and that the 
full vote will be polled if the comtest should 
warrant it. They also know that under 
tie move mede by Colonei Candler there 
bas been a good many democrats brought 
back into the fold during the past year, 
and these will be true blue. While the 
situation at this juncture seems interest- 
ing, and is giving the boys something to 
talk about, after events will vrove that 
Colonel Brantley tas the strongest kind 
‘of a hold on this district and scheming 
cannot beat him.”

TRIAL OF ROARK FoR MURDER

Court Taking Evidence in Slaying of 
Findlay. 

Gainesville, Ga, August 8.—(Speclal. )—The 
adjourned term of Hall Superior court con- 
vened this morning at 10 o'clock. his honor 
W.H. Felton, Jr., of Macon, pres ding. : 

The case of the state against Henry 
Roark, charged with murder, was sounded 
and each side announced ready. A jury 
was selected without much trouble and So- 
licitor General Thompson opened his case 
by reading the bill of indictment to the 
jury and making a brief statement of the 
case. : 

Judge Kimsey being disqualified on ac- 
count of being related to the deceased. 
Ernest E. Findley, by marriage within the 
fourth degree, Judge Felton is presid'ng. 
The case involves the killing of Mr. Ernest 
E. Findley, who was shot and instantliy 
killed on Sunday afternoon, July 3d, at 
New Bridge, which is about four miles 
northeast of Gainesville. 

It seems that a party of seven, composed 
of the following. towit: Willie ‘Booker, bet- 


; ter known as ‘“‘Buckshot,”’ a member of At-

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lanta’s demi-monde; Annie Bird, a_ well- 
known character of Gainesville: W!}l Turn- 
er, of Philadelphia, and Earl Makenson, 
Pat Prater, Henry Roark and the deceased, 
had gone out there to have a good time. 
They took beer, whisky, lemons, pistols, 
etc., with them, and caroused for hours, 
which finally wound up by Henry. Roark 
killing Findley and finding himself in the 
hands of an.ofiicer an@ a little later safely 
ensconced in Hal} county jail, charged with 
the offense of murder. 

The state is represented by Solicitor Gen- 
eral Howard Thompson and H. #41. Deon. 
and the interest of the defendant is tn the 
hands of ‘Messrs. Estes & Boone and C. R. 
Faulkner. 

The first witness introduced for the 
State was Earl Makenson, who seems to 
be the manager of Annie Bird, who is the 
central figure in the trouble. It appears 
that both Findley and Roark were enam- 
ored by the charms of this woman and that 
green-eyed monster jealousy was playing 
a conspicuous part tn the drama. It seems 
that Earl Makenson, who, by the way, is a 
second cousin of Annie Bird, was engaged 
by Mr. Findley to get her out to the river 
for him. 

Bill Turner and Billie Booker went out in 
a buggy together. The original plan was 
for the following named persons, towit, 
Bill Turner, Billie Booker, Earl Makenson, 
Annie Bird and Ernest Findley, to visit the 
river and have what they were pleased to 
term a good time. 

However, in this they were doomed to 
disappointment, for Henry Roark got w nd 
of their movements and getting the ser- 
vices of his first cousin, Pat Prater, they 
followed the five and insisted when they 
caught up with them that they should be a 
part and parcel of this gay gang. 

Annie Bird is the daughter of John Bird, 
who was killed accidentally by John G. 
Longstreet, the eldest son of General James 
Longstreet, in December, 1882. 

The 'Birds lived near General Longstreet 
and on the day of that killing Bird and 
Longstreet went out hunting. Upon- seeing 
a rabbit Longstreet grabbed a double- 
barrelled shotgun from the wagon and 
the load was discharged, and the same took 
effect in the neck of Bird, who was killed 
instantly. 

Makenson made a rambling statement 
that it would have taken forty Ph‘ladelphia 
lawyers to have kept up with. 

The next witness was Willie Booker. It 
is not her first appearance here, as she ap- 
peared in the role Of a witness at the in- 
quest held on the body of E. E. Findley.

He will present some 
interesting figures showing the remarkable 
advance the negro has made on educa- 
tional and industria] lines and how weil 
many of them are measuring up to the 
standard of true citizénship. Jeff Long is 
one of the most intelligent and conservative 
colored men in the state and the manage- 
ment of the fair to be held at Dublin could 
not have selected a colored man in Geor- 
gia who will better meet the requirements 
expected of the orator of the occasion. 
Long represented the Macon district in 
congress during the days of reconstruction. 


What the Clerk Says.

Mortuary Report. 


Clerk Smith, of the board of health, has 
compiled the mortuary report of the city 
of Macon for the month of July, and it 
shows the total number of deaths to be 
twenty-eight, divided as follows: White 
males, five; white females nine; colored 
males, four; colored females, ten. Out of 
the twenty-eight deaths, nineteen were fe- 
males. In July, 1897, forty-three deaths 
occurred. July of this year shows a 
decrease of fifteen in the number of 
deaths as compared with last year. The 
health of the city is good, and steadily 
improving. Ne contagious diseases have 
been reported this season. The sanitary 
condition of the city is splendid. There 
were fifty-three births in ‘Macon during 
July. The births exceeded the deaths by 
twenty-seven. As an evidence of the 
health of the city, it can be stated that 
though there were over 1,000 soldiers of 
Colonel Ray's regiment in camp at Cen- 
tral City park for nearly two months, not 
a death occurred among them, and no 
soldier was so sick that he had to remain 
in the hospital over a week.

OIL TANK CAR CASE HEARD. 


Interstate Commerce Commission Hold 
Session in Savannah. 
Savannah, Ga., August 8.—(Special.)— 
The interstate commerce commission, rep- 
resented by by Hon. Judson C. Clements, 
was in session in Savannah today, for tte 
purpose of determining whether the Dixie 
Oi! Company and the 8S. P., Shotter Com- 
pany acted in good faith with certain rall- 
roads in making shipments of oil in tank 
cars. The claim s been made that the 
bills of lading in the case of these cars, 
which were shipped to ¢he north and west, 
specified cars of 42,000 galions, but that as 
a matter of fact the cars contained 60,000 
gallons. The cars were never sealed or 
measured, and it is said the railroad au- 
thorities never made any: investigation to 
see whether the capacity of the cars was 
correctly stated in the bills of lading or 
not. The railroads are involved by rea-

Why Not Make It Unanimous? 

With Mr. Sayers, the democratic nom- 
inee for governor of Texas, and Mr. 
Dockery retiring to private life out in 
Missouri, Congressman Livingston be- 
comes, by right of precedence, the first 
democrat on the house committee on ap- 
propriations. With a democratic house 
that would mean that the congressman 
from this district was the logical selec- 
tion for the chairmanship of the most 
important committee; even if the house 
is republican, the position of the lead- 
ing representative of the minority on 
the committee carres with it great pres- 
tige. PY 

Those familiar with the work of con- 
gress realize the importance of this po- 
sition. There has never, since he went to 
congress, been any doubt of the earnest- 
ness of Congressman Livingston’s de- 
sire to aid the people of the south in 
every way in his power, and it is grati- 
fying, therefore, to note that his oppor- 
tunities for doing so are steadily in- 
creasing. In the distribution of the 
money voted by congress there should be 
somebody ina position to see that the 
south receives fair treatment, as well 
as to scrutinize the appropriations that 
go out to all the different branches of 
the government: and in both respects 
Congressman Livingston has shown 
himself a valuable member. 

His recent selection as the one house 
democrat upon the newly created indus- 
trial commission is good indicatton of 
the position he holds in Washington on 
matters pertaining to the relations be- 
tween capital and labor. This commis- 
sion {s to consider what mav be termed 
the labor question in a broad sense—ag- 
riculture, arbitration of labor troubles, 
the proper restriction of immigration 
and the great variety of problems which 
may be said to appertain to labor in 
every field—and its findings are sure to 
have imnortant bearing upon the legis- 
lation of the future. 

It does not seem to have been final- 
ly decided whether the populists or re- 
publicans will have a candidate in the 
field against Colonel Livingston, but if 
the opposition parties are wise they will 
turn in and make it unanin , | ee 
coneressman from the fifth dis#ict. who 
is the party’s nominee for re-election, 
is not a man of frills and furbelows, 
but ‘he has proved himself an excellent 
practical member. and that is what the 
people want at Washington.

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Porto Rico’s Outstretched Arms. 

What better proof of the inhumanity. 
which has characterized Spain’s govern- 
ment of Porto Rico could possibly be 
furnished than is presented in the cor- 
dial welcome which the natives of that 
island have given to the American army 
of invasion? 

Wihen we first talked of landing troops 
in Porto Rico several months ago Spain 
put up the cry that ‘her subjects on that 
island were loyal to her authority, and 
that we had no right to interfere with 
the peaceful order of things which ex- 
isted in Porto Rico. Strangely at vari- 
ance with this contention is the lavish 
treatment which the subjects of Spain 
have accorded to our troops in Porto 
Rico. / We reasonably expected to en- 
counter some opposition, but on the con- 
trary we have been treated with the ut- 
most cordiality by the natives who have 
saluted our flag as the sunrise of free- 
dom and as the harbinger of better days. 
Soldiers who were supposed to be ready 
at any moment to dispute with drawn 
sword or with leveled musket our right 
to enter the confines of Porto Rico have 
made haste to join our troops and to 
plant themselves under our flag. 

What answer can Spain make to this 
unobstructed entrance of our treops into 
Porto Rico? She must know that men 
do -not welcome invaders with out- 
stretched arms unless they feel that they 
have been the objects of harsh treat- 
ment at the hands of the constituted 
authoriies and unless they desire to be 
delivered from the yoke of the oppress- 
or. ‘This must be galling to her pride. 
but for the condition of affairs which 
exists in Porto Rico she has no one to 
blame but herself. She is simply reap- 
ing the harvest which she herself has 
planted; and she must submit ‘to the in- 
evitable though she submits to it in 
tears. 

Of course, we are giad that our en- 
trance into Porto Rico is not lined with 
blood nor disputed with bayonets. We 
are glad because it spares from the al- 
tars the lives of so many who are pre- 
cious to us and who are precious to 
Spain; and we are glad because we are 
thus assured of the fact that the island 
which is soon to be annexed to the Unit- 
ed States is full of tnhabitants who are 
ready and eager to become American 
citizens. © 


The War and the Future. 

For several weeks past American 
newspapers have been engaged in sol- 
emnly discussing the ultimate results of 
the present war. So grave has been 
the humor in which they thave thus 
commented upon the outlook for the fu-

quent addresses were delivered by Rev. 
George Dewey Fitzgibbons, Hon. Dew- 
ey Manila Brown, Hon. Cavite G. Jones, 
Hon. Philippine Olympia Green and Vice 
President Raleigh Concord Tubb. 

Punch next discovers in one of the 
New York newspapers for 1928 the fol- 
lowing paragraph: 

The Patriotic Order of the Sons of Cuban 
Liberty gave an entertainment in their hall 
at No 1674 Bowery last evering, the re- 
ceipts of which are to go toward building 
a monument to the memory of the Cubans 
who lost their lives in the late war. A falr 
attendance was present, and the musical 
numbers were wel] rendered by Mrs. San- 
tingo Cortez Coogan, Cienfuegcs Murphy, 
Amphitrite Cook and Matanzas Johnson. 
Mr. Habana O'Donoghue made quite a hit 
with his recitation of ‘‘When Gomez March- 
ed to Dinner.”’ Quite a neat little sum was 
realized. : 

Stl another paragraph which the 
scissors of Punch clip from/’one of 
the New York papers of the same year 
relates ‘to a dispatch received from 
Sampson, Ky. This is the paragraph in 
question: 

From Sampson, Ky, comes a dispatch 
which says that John K., Littlejohn, a gun- 
ner’s mate on the Nashville in the late war 
with Spain, and who claims to have fired 
the first hostile shot of the war, died in 
that town on Wednesday. We have no 
wish to doubt the veracity of The Sampson 
Bugle, but, at the same time, Mr. Little- 
john is the twenty-third man to die since 
the war was ended claiming the honor of 
having fired. the first hostile shot. Isn't 
this rather overdoing it? 

This paragraph which deals with the 
proceedings of the police court of the 
metropolis contains another Mem of 
news which Punch attributes to the 
New York newspapers for 1928: 

Schley J. O’Brien, tWenty-eight years of 
age, was picked up by Officer Good on 
Bleecker street last night, in an intoxi- 
cated condition. Before Judge Cooley this 
morning O’Brien claimed that his condi- 
tion was the result of discussing the war 
with Spain in the Maine saloon yesterday 
evening with two cronies, Bill Dewey 
Naughton and ‘Bagley Terror O'Rourke. 
Judge Cooley decided that, in view of the 
circumstances, the prisoner was lucky to 
offend by a mere plain drunk, and Mr. 
O’Brien was released. 

Of like import is the following para- 
graph with which we conclude these ci- 
tations from Punch. This also is from 
one of the New York newspapers for 
the same year: 

A youth giving his name as Augustus 
Cuba Libre Lightfoot was arrested yester- 
day while acting in a suspicious manner on 
Broadway. Lightfoot is thought to be an 
alias of ‘‘Hot Shot” Smith, a noted sneak 
thief, who has of late been operating suc- 
cessfully in the neighborhood of Fifth ave- 
nue and Thirty-eighth street. The prisoner 
claims to have been the first child born on 
Cuban soil of American parents after the 
capitulation of Havana. He is still in cus- 
tody. 

Underneath the humor contained in 
the paragraphs which we have cited 
from the London funny sheet there lies 
the stratum of sober truth. Every -war 
which we lhave fought in the past has 
given rise to just such consequences as 
Punch facetiously points. Within the 
next few years hundreds of infantile 
Americans will be christened with the 
names of Dewey, Hobson, Schley, Bag- 
ley, Sampson, ‘Wheeler, Shafter, Blue 
and others. Some of these youngsters 
will not reflect credit upon the names 
which they will thus assume, and the 
measure of fame which they will reap 
on coming to man’s estate will consist 
largely in such paragraphs as the last 
two above cited. Then again, towns 
will inevitably spring up within the 
next few years which will memorize the 
achievements of America’s heroes in the 
present war. Also in ‘the course of time 
organizations of veterans will be formed 
for the purpose of preserving the com- 


radeship pledged upon the field of bat-.- 


tle; and thus events will move on some- 
what in the manner which Punch facé- 
tiously anticipates. There can be no 
escape from this tnevitable outcome.

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The Seventy-First of New York. , 

We confess we are in somewhat of a 
quandary concerning the exact status 
of the Seventy-first New York regiment, 
whose performances about Santiago were 
such as to call forth a vast deal of dis- 
cussion. 

First, The World told us that the reg- 
iment, or more properly, some of its offi- 
cers and men, took occasion to lie down 
at a critical point of the operations and 
that all efforts to force them on failed. 
The appearance of this statement in one 
of the newspapers of New York was the 
signal for a great hue and ery from 
some of the others who immediately fur- 
nished no end of tesfimony from the of- 
ficers and men of the Seventy-first to 
show that they had all behaved -most 
gallantly. So strong was the showing 
made, and so strong at the same time 
was the tendency on the part of the 
friends of this partxular regiment to 
boyeott The ‘World for what were al- 
leged to be slanders, that this paper in 
characteristic style proceeded to out- 
Herod Herod, and there was no limit to 
its praise of the gallantry of these par- 
ticular ‘New York men. Then to further 
strengthen its position, Mr. Pulitzer’s 
organ started a monument fund for the 
heroes of the regiment who died upon 
the field. ’ 


But this effort to mollify did not seem: 


to reach the desired spot, and, members 
of the regiment who att first indorsed the 
scheme dropped it. This furnished 
more food for comment. by the other 
newspapers. The (‘World shad been 
caught in a base slander, and its monu- 
ment scheme was held up as a virtual 
acknowledgment of its sinning. 

Now comes General Kent, in whose | 
command the regiment was serving, and 
if we read the English language under- 
standingly, declares that all that The 
World charged was true. He goes into 
details which are not complimentary to 
this particular regiment of volunteers. 
In effect, he repudiates all the good 
things that The World’s contemporaries 
had said of these men and at thé same 
time repudiates most emnhat'ally the 
later declarations of The World. 

In the face of the official report we 
notice thet our New York cormtempora- 
ries have nothing to say. In view of 
the peculiar complications, this is doubt- 
less the best way out of it. 

It is the newspaper phase of the mat- 
ter that ‘has interested us particularly. 
As for the merits of the case, we-are 
not disposed to criticise in the absence 
of a better understanding of the condi- 
tions. Stephen Crane has shown us how 
many experiences it takes to make 9 
soldier, and if in their first experience 


 arst chance they get. The report of 
the commanding general shows that but 
one battalion is under the ban, and the 
action of that battalion may have been 
due to casualties among commanding of- 
ficers and confusion of orders. 

At any rate, it will go hard with the 
next portion of the enemy that goes 
against the Seventy-first.

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The Collapse of a Humbug. 
From The Washington Post. 


Quite as we expected, there is a gradual 


unmistakable diminution of the silly 
gabble about “immunes.’’. When that idl- 
otic proposition was first launched, one 
was almost deafened by the clamor. One 
heard on every side the fatuous and com- 
placent assertion that the government had 
ordered the enlistment of immune regi- 
ments for service in Cuba, the theory being 
that residents of the gulf states would be 
secure against the attack of Cuban fevers, 
the yellow article included. We had “im- 
munes” from Louisiana, Georgia, Missis- 
sippi, even from the District of Columbia. 
Ambitious gentlemen had their commands 
accepted under the fantastic and preposter- 
ous proposition when, otherwise, they 
might have been set aside in favor of 
earlier applications. Obscure politicians 
and unheard-of statesmen bulged into pub- 
licity as discoverers of the principle of im- 
munity Regiments were hurried to the 
front under the operation of that grotesque 
fallacy. Immunes were set upon a throne 
and worshiped as miracles and heroés. They 
hegan to assume great airs of superiority, 
and the multitude looked up to them with 
awe. And now, as we have sald, the bubble 
has collapsed. 

A day or two ago Senator Bacon, of 
Georgia, wrote to the war department pro- 
testing against the proposed expedient of 
ordering an immune regiment of his state 
to Santiago. No expostulation or disclaimer 
had been offered previou@y. The regiment 
was organized on the immune hypothes's, 
and the country had admired it accordingly 
as sumething at once mysterious and super- 
human. But when the time came for send- 
ins the immunes to the front Senator Ba- 
con hastened to admit that their immunity 


but 


| was fictitious, and begged the authorities 


to reconsider the arrangement under which 
they were to be dispatched to Cuba. It has 
since transpired that tne men repudiated 
Mr. Bacon's solicitude and insisted upon 
going to Santiago; but there is nothing to 
show that the senator’s protest was not 
founded in fact and reason, and no one 
has had the temerity to assert that the 
Georgians are any less susveptible to Cu- 
ban malaria than New Yorkers or Indi- 
anians. The humbug has, in fact, been ex- 
pioded, and the so-called immunes stand 
revealed as confiding dupes or ignorant 
pretenders. There are no “immunes,’’ and 
what The Post said weeks ago is now ac- 
cepted by all parties as the solemn if dis- 
enchanting truth. 

For our part, we are glad to hear the last 
of this pestiferous nonsense. We have al- 
ways realized that it was dangerous and 
misleading, and have felt sure that it could 
end in nothing but disappcluiment and dis- 
aster.

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| LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Good Advice to Peach Growers. 

Editor Constitution—My residence in the 
northwest has placed me in possession of 
certain facts with which the people of 
Georgia, especially fhose residing in the 
fruit belt, should be familiar. 

The large commission houses tn this city 


and Minneapolis have branch houses in all 
centers in north Wiscomsin, Minnesota and 
the Dakotas. I recently visited Gretna, 
Manitoba, and found Georgia watermelons 
on that market and was advised that they 
were received from a pwranch house of @ 
St. Paul firm inwWrand rorks, N. D. This is 
to show the wide scope controlled by the 
St. Paul and Mimneapolis commission firms. 

On July 6th a car load of grapes arrived 
here from J. L. Hand, Pelham, Ga. They 
were the first in this market; in fact, at 
this writing, the Georgia grape is the only 
grape on this market, although the Ala- 
bama and south Iliinois grape is about 
due. For at least three weeks the Georgia 
grape is the only grape in this market se- 
curing fancy prices, Which fact should ma- 
terially stimulate grape culture in south 
Georgia. It is ‘hardly possible to overstock 
this market during the month of July. 

Last year an effort was made to intro- 
duce the Georgia peach. 

The initial shipments were not well re- 
ceived, but before the close of the. season 
the merits of the Elberta and the Georgia 
Beile were recognized, which insured a 
positive demand this season. As a result a 
familiar cry on all leading thoroughfares 
is, “Here’s your nice, juicy, Georgia 
peach.” : 

There is one lesson Georgia”feach ship- 
pers must be taught if they desire to re- 
tain supremacy for their peach in this mar- 
ket. They must, most emphatically, pay 
more more attention to packing the fruit. 
California peaches arrive in the best pos- 
sible condition, uniform in size and care- 
fully selected, while Georgia peaches ar- 
rive in a condition showing that scarcely 
any care was taken to insure the crates 
making a good appearance when exposed 
for sale, little effort having been made to 
assort size or quality. 

There is no complaining about packing 
of the Georgia grape, but more care must 
be taken in packing peaches for this mar- 
ket in order to secure the highest market 
price and effectually depose the California 
product. 

An investigation of the methods adopted 
by Mr. Gabbett and Mr. Pope, of the Geor- 
gia and Alabama railway, to attract at- 
tention to the resources of southern Geor- 
gia will result in endearing them to all 
those who desire to see the state take her 
place at the head of the lst of progressive 
commonwealths, wherein there are mani- 
fold opportunities for the fraternity - of 
minerologists, the fraternity of artisans 
of the higher order, the fraternity of 
agriculturists, in which latter connection 
seemingly insignificant features are entitled 
to conspicuous prominence, 

‘My investigations in the northwest, un- 
der the directions of the management of 
Georgia and Alabama railway, have 
presented no more positive demand for re- 
form than the present methods of handling 
the peach crop. For instance, peach grow- 
ers and shippers evidently secured a list 
of commission firms in Chicago, St. Paul, 
Minneapolis and other north\*€stern dis- 
tributing centers and. blindly consigned 
them one or more car loads of peaches. 
The evidence that parties to whom the 


° ‘ 
consignments were made were commission 


men was all the information they desired, 
resulting in commission men who, for in- 
Stance, hamdle poultry only receiving con- 
signments for which they had no demand, 
thus forcing them to be put on a forced 
market, thereby placing the consignment in 
direct competition to consignments they 
made to commission houses handling only 
fruits. They would have received the same 
return if; the consignment had been made 
to a wifolesale jeweler or a railroad con- 
tractor. | 

I decida that Georgia fruit growers must 
get together;-form an organization similar 
to that existing in California, deal only 
with fruit commission firms and thus in- 
telligently distribute their shipments 6o as 
to prevent a glut in any market used. 

I was shown a letter today from a Cal- 
ifornia firm, stating that the heavy Geor- 
gia crop influenced peach growers to deal 
more generally with canning comcerns in 
that state. They are receiving from $35 
to $45 per ton for freestone peaches in 
bulk and $60 per ton for clings. Next 
spring all the grocery stores in Georgia 
will be stocked up with canned California 
peaches, notwithstanding at this time many 
car loads in Georgia are decaying on the 
ground for the want of a desirable market. 

It is a matter of general comment why 
there are not fifteen or twenty large can- 
ning factories

Martin was called to the First Presbyte- 
rian church, where he remained as pastor 
until 1882. Upon the resignation of Dr. 
Martin the church again called Dr. Bar- 
nett, and?this time the church was gratl- 
fied at his acceptance. The church of Vir- 
ginia was fondiy attached to Dr. Barnett 
and considered him one of the most prom- 
ing of its young pastors and it was with 
regret that he was given up. Under the 
wise direction of the new pastor the First 
Presbyterian church soon became recog- 
nized as one of the best and strongest in 
the city and many persons were attracted 
there from other denominations because 
of their regard for the preacher, 

It ig greatly to the credit of Dr. Barnett 

that he has always preached the gospel] in 
its purity and has never been given to 
sensationalism or to attacks upon other 
‘d2nominations or institutions. For this 
reason he has endeared himself not only 
to his own people, but to the church ele- 
ment of the whole city, who have come 
to look upon him as one of the abiest 
Phinkens and theologians in the state.

Trials Take Place—How 
Raids Were Made. 


The managers of the three clubs which 
were raided by the city detectives Sunday 
were arraigned in the police court yester- 
day morning at 9:30 and all the defendants 
waived preliminary trials and were bound 
over in bonds of $100 each, which they 
promptly gave. 

As stated in yesterday’s Constitution the 
city detectives raided the following clubs: 
Christopher Columbus, Perino Jordan, man- 

East Atlanta Club, John C. Beiser 
and A. E. Bearden, managers: Atlanta 
Social and Benefit Club. James M. Gloer 
and J. B. McConnell, managers. The first 
has rooms in the old telephone exchange 
building, the second in the Imperial! build- 
ing and the third at No. 2% North Broad 
street. The city detectives believed the 
three clubs were so in name only: that 
they were being conducted to ¢ell whisky 
and beer on Sunday for a profit and so the 
managers were all arrested. The charge 
was “‘keeping open a tippling house on the 
Sabbath day,’’ which is a state offense. 

The recorder took cognizance of the cases 
as a committing magistrate, no city ordi- 
nance having been violated. 

All the managers contend that their 
clubs are chartered and that only members 
are allowed to drink in the rooms on Sun- 
day and that there is_no pecuniary benefit 
derived unless it goes to\the members.

A Georgia Club Has Been Organized by 
Students from This State. 


DISCUSS IMPORTANT QUESTIONS 


Other States Have Followed Georgia’s 
Example and Organized Clubs 
of a Similar Nature. 


Among the students from Georgia attend- 
fant upon the slimmer courses of the U ni- 
versity of Chicagg, there are a wumber who 
are studying to become teachers and pro- 
fessors, and they have formed themselves 
into a club, known as the Georgia club. 
Several. meetings of this organization thave 
been held, ard important and ‘interesting 
questions are discussed at them. 

The discussions taking place at the last 
meeting wi!l be interesting to all the stu- 
dents of Georgia, and especially those con- 
mected with the University of Georgia. 
They are as follows: 

After the adjournment of the regular 
meeting of the club, August 5th, a number 
of the teachers entered upon a discussion 
of the question as to the advisability of a 
more extensive elective system in the 
colleges of Georgia. Speeches were made 
iby President Parks from tihe chair and by 
‘Messrs. Phillips, Godfrey and Johnson, of 
the faculties of the University of Georgia, 
(Mercer university and Emory college, re- 
spectively. Remarks were also made by 
Messrs. Webster, Belcher, Blasingame, 
Simms and Brown. 

' After considerable discussion on all sides, 
it was resolved that the following should 
be considered the sentiments of the teach- 


ers of the club on the question of election 


In Georgia college curricula: 

‘“linat the colleges of Georgia should 
give greater privilege of election to their 
students pursuing courses for degrees. The 
final vote upon the question was ten to 
three. 

“That the privilege of choice should be 
granted students at the beginning of the 
junior year—vote 7 to 3.”’ 

Owing largely to the efforts of Professor 
M. M. Parks, of the Savannah High school, 
in the interest of education in the state, 
quite a large number of Georgians are now 
in attendance upon the University of Chi- 
cago during its summer quarter. Of these, 
thirty-five are members of the Georgia club, 
and tuke great interest in its meetings. 
The example set by Georgia has become 
quite a popular one, and numerous other 
State clubs have been 
model, notably those of Texas and Ken- 
tucky. At present the Georgia club is prob- 
ably the best organized and most successful 
in its aim of bringing about among Geor- 
@'a teachers an extensive acquaintance 
with men and methods in educational lines, 
and in introducing more unity, harmony 
and co-ordination among our institutions of 
the various grades. 

At its meeting of July 22d the club decided 
that at the meeting of August 5bth the 
important questions dealing with grammar 
s¢nool and secondary education will prob- 
ably be taken up at subsequent méetings. 

That more English language and litera- 
ture should be taught in the State, espe- 
cially and emphatically in the grammar and 
high schools. Vote unanimous.

er, but while the issue was brought tp a 
focus the difference of opinion between 
them was by no means lessened, and it 
would not be at all surprising if a contro- 
versy follows of remarkable interest. 

The whole matter hinges upon a con- 
struction of the city ordinance regulating 
peddling on the streets, the chief of police 
holding that all peddlers must keep on the 
move, and the recorder holding that @ 
very liberal construction must be placed 
upon the ordinance and that to move does 
not imply a constant state of motion. 

There was published in Sunday’s Consli- 
tution an order from the chief of police 
instructing all policemen to arrest ped- 
dlers who stopped longer in one spot than 
necessary to make a sale. 

Yesterday morning a patrolman at the 
union depot saw Simon Johnson, a negro, 
standing on the sidewalk with his ice 
cream cake outfit at his feet. The negro 
was told to keep moving and he said he 
would do so. Later, however, he was 
found standing still again and he was 
again ordered to move.’A third time the 
officer discovered Simon motionless and the 
negro was watched and for ten long min- 
utes, so the polictman said, Simon stood 
still. Then, acting under the orders of 
Chief Manly, a case was made. . 

Simon was arraigned in the police court 
yesterday and the recorder made a little 
speech in which he said: 

‘I can't help what the orders of the chief 
of police are. I am here to construe these 
laws as I see them, and I cannot and will 
not hold that these peddlers from whom 
the city has taken money for licenses must 
keep walking all the time. Of course, they 
cannot stay at one place all day, but to 
stop and rest, say five, ten or fifteen min- 
utes, is no violation of the law. The old 
Saying is that a rolling stone gathers no 
moss, and these fellows have to stop once 
in a while to catch a few customers. How 
in the world could a man with a box 
on his shoulders go marching and march- 
ing all day jong, I will dismiss this casce.’’ 

The enforcement of the “move on” ped- 
dlers’ ordinance grew out of the recent 
test cases made against some old confed- 
erate veterans who have free licenses. The 
recorder held in those cases in a general 
way that peddlers must not stop all day in 
one Place, but said no special time could be 
fixed as to how long they could remain in 
one spot. 

Chief Manly's order was. issued last Sat- 
urday morning in which he told all the 
patrolmen to arrest peddlers who stopped 
unless it was to make a sale.

The boy was arrested.

mous chisel burglars who once operated 


and success. 

It was the Grant Park burglary ang the 
detective wWork of Patrolman _ Newport 
Lanford, assisted by Patrolman Seals, 
which led to the capture of the men under 
arrest and the discovery of the gang and 
its mode of operation. 

What makes the Story triply interesting 
are the facts that the two young men un- 
der arrest belong to respectable white 
families, and that two other members of 
the gang are now in the United States 
army. 

As was stated in The Constitution yes- 
terday, Claude Garvin was arrested and 
locked up at the police barracks. The 
Officers had evidence showing that he was 
implicated in the burglarizing of the re- 
freshment stand at Grant Park two 
months ago. A lot of goods were taken 
and it seemed impossible to locate the 
guilty parties. The police board was 
forced ‘to place an extra patrolman on 
duty at the park, and the matter had 
many sensational features. 

Three days ago Lanford and Seals got 
on the track of the burglars, and Garvin 
was the first man placed behind the bars. 
He had only been married last Friday and 
his friends were sorry to see a _ bride- 
groom thus rudely torn from the side of 
a pretty and young wife. Garvin was de- 
fiant and declared that he was innocent. 

Mitchell’s Full Confession. 

Yesterday morning Lanford and Seals 
arrested Mitchell, and last night the pris- 
oner sent for the officers and made a full 
confession 

“I have about decided,” he gald, “not to 
lie about it any more and to tell the truth 
and take the consequences. There were 
four of us in the gang, myself, Garvin. 
Ed McCune and Ed Ware. McCune and 
Ware joined the army and are now at 
Chickamauga. We made up the plan to 
rob the stand at Grant park just as we 
had made other plans, and when the night 
came for the work to be done Garyin was 
so drunk that he could not go with ws. 
but he knew what we were going to do. 
At the park I stood out to act as watch- 
man and McCune and Ware broke open 
the window. Then we crawled into the 
house and soon had all the goods pled up 
outside. We carried them off down the 
road and piled them up in the bushes 
from where we hauled them off in a 
wagon before gaylight.” 

Mitchell told his story with a straight 
face and seemed relieved when it was all 
over. He ig not more than twenty-four 
years of age and is the sén of John 
Mitchell, of West End.

Returns Have Been Received from 
Every County Except Fleyd. 


INCREASE OVER 7 PER CENT 


Total Number of Children, White and 
Black, of School Age is 652,249. 


INCREASE IN WHITES IS ABOUT 21,649 


Greater Increase in Colored Children. 
Professor Glenn Expected Returns 


To Show Greater Gains. 

S returns from every county in the state 
with the exception of Floyd county. Mr. 
Walter J. Woodall, chief clerk of the de- 
rartment, has almost completed the con- 
solidation of the reports and will be ready 
to hand in a consolidated sheet as soon as 
the returns from Floyd capty arrive. 

The census is the one provided _to_be 
taken once every five years and shows the 
mumber of children of a schoot age in the 
state. The last census was taken in 1893 
and the number of children at that time 
was 604,971. 

The irerease this year, estimating the 
increase in Floyd counry to be an average 
one, is 7 per cent over the cemsus of 1893. 
The exact number shown by the consolida- 
tion, estimating Floyd, is 662,249, snowing 
an ircrease of 48,345. ‘he figures may be 
greater or less than this should the in- 
crease in Floyd county.be greater or iess 
tham has been estimated, 

The increase of the census of 1898 over 
the census of 1893 is about equal to the in- 
crease of the census of 1893 over that of 
1888. The ‘census of 1893 was about 44,000 
greater than that of 1888, which was an 
increase of about 7 per cent. 

There was an increase in all the counties 
with the exception of twenty-two. In 
Unese there Was a siight decrease. The 
consolidation will also probably show that 
the increase in the counties was greater in 
proportion than ihe increase in the cities. 

The largest per cent of increase in any 
county was 75 per vent in Irwin county. 
This includes the city of Fitzgeraid, which 
thas e6prung up since the last census, The 
exact increase was 1,738. 

The total number of white children ofa 
school age, according to the present cen- 
sus, is 336.689. The total number of colore@ 
children is 316,560. The increase of the 
whites over the census of 1893 is 21,449. The 
increase of colored over the census of 1893 
is 26,626. This shows that the colored have 
increased with greater rapidity. 

Commissioner Glenn expected the in- 
crease to be greater than shown by the 
census on account of the fact that a great 
many people ‘have come to Georgia from 
other states during the past few years and 
a number of colomies Mave been established. 
He thought the increase would reach al- 
most 60.000 and was a little surprised when 
the returns failed to show larger increases. 

The work on the consolidated ghneet has 
been done by Colonel Woodall and as soon 
as Floyd county’s returms are received he 
will complete it. There is still a great 
amount of work to we done on the sheet,

Son and Daughter of Policeman Luck 
Seriously Hurt. 


PLAYED WITH A CARTRIDGE. 


The Boy Struck It with a Stone and It 
Exploded. 


FATHER HAD THROWN DYNAMITE IN STREET 


Thought At First That Two Men in a 
Buggy Had Shot the 
Children. 


Te little children, a son and daughter 


of Patrolman A. D. Luck, were blown 

up by a dynamite cartridge, with 
which they were playing, yesterday after- 
noon, and sustained painful and serious 
injuries. The only wonder is that. they 
were both not instantly killed, and their 
escape from death seems little less than a 
miracle, 

Patrolman Luck resides at No. 223 Greens- 
ferry avenue. Yesterday afternoon his lit- 
tle daughter, Cleo, aged eight, and his 
little son, Albert, aged six, were playing on 
the sidewalk in front of their home. The 
boy spied something that looked attractive 
lying in thé@ street, and he ran out and 
picked it up. He and his sister examined 
it closely and decided to “break it open té 
see what was inside of it,” with childish 
curiosity. 

A stone was secured and the new-found 
toy, which was a stick of dynamite, was 
laid on a larger rock while the boy struck 
it with the smaller stone. The little gir) 


stood close by ther brother watching the 
operation. 


A Loud, Sharp Explosion. 


Suddenly there was a sharp, loud report 
like the discharge of a small cannon, «nd 
the two children fell back screaming fran- 
tically. 

Patrolman Luck was at the time only a 
few squares away, his home being on his 
beat, and hearing the explosion, ran to the 
place. He picked up the boy, while a neigh- 
For carried the girl into the house The 
boy kept screaming: 

‘The man shot me! 
shot me!”’ 

The officer had noticed when he ran up 
that there was a buggy near by in which 
there were two men, and he thought they 
had been responsible for the shooting, and 
he ran back out to them and asked if they 
had a pistol or a gun in their possession 
They denied being armed in any way, and 
stated that they were not far away when 
the explosion occurred, and had seen no 
one in sight who could explain what had 
caused the shot to be fired. 

Suddenly it all dawned upon Luck’s mind 
that it was a dynamite cartridge, and he 
Anew where the children had picked it up. 

Nature of the oWunds. 

Physicians were called in and Drs. Camp- 
bell and Crow examined the injuries of the 
two children, who had been placed upon 
beds and given something to relieve: their 
sufferings. 

It was found that the’ boy had been 
severely wounded in six places. Three 
pieces of the dynamite cartridge had 
struck him on the forehead, two on the 
hand and one in the arm. if either of the 
six pleces had pierced a more vital spat 
he would have been killed. , 

Tihhe little girl had been struck on the 
legs, and she had three ugly wounds. Like 
the boy, she had escaped a wound from 
which death would have resulted. It was 
not the nature of the wounds which saved 
their lives, but the fact that by some for- 
tunate dhance none of the cartridge 
struck a vital spot. 

Where the Cartridge Came From. 

The father remembered a few days,ago a 
boy found the stick of dynamite in his 
vard where some welldiggers had been 
blasting two vears ago. The cartridge did 
not look like it would explode, but, never- 
theless, to avoid afty such chance Luck 
threw it far across the street into the mud, 
The recent rains washed it out, and it was 
exposed to view when it attracted the no-,

TO PAY FOR STAMPS 


Agent Here Is Iustracted to Comply with 
Ruling of Railroad Commission. — 


APPLIES TO STATE BUSINESS 


Company Will Not Pay for Stamps or 
Packages Sent Outside of'Georgia. 


DECISION WILL BE SURPRISE TO MANY 


Number of Those Interested in the 
Matter Expected the Company 
to Fight Commission. 


The Southern Express Company will 
abide by the decision of the state railroad 
commission and will pay for the revenue 
stamps affixed to the receipts for packages 
to be sent to points in the state of Georgia. 

Agent w~. Montgomery received a tele- 
gram from headquarters yesterday morn- 
ing instructing him to begin today fur- 
nishing the stamps which the law requires 
to be placed on packages free of charge , 
on the Georgia business. On interstate busi- 
ness the patron will have to pay for the 
stamps as heretofore, as the company does 
not presume that the state railroad com- 
mission has jurisdiction over interstate 
bus: ness. 

The Southern Express Company was 
given five days in which to comply with 
the decision of the railroad commission 
and yesterday was the last of the five. Up 
to that time no injunction had been filed 
by the company and no steps had -been 
taken to prevent the enforcement of the 
decision of the commission. Those inter- 
ested in the matter were kept guessing 
and no one Knew what course the express 
company would pursue until instructions 
were received by Agent Montgomery yes- 
terday. 

keople going to the express office this 
morning to send paekages to points in 
Georgia will not be foreed to pay 1 eent 
extra for the stamp. The man behind the 
counter wil] afiix the stamp, cancel it and 
the patron will walk away without having 
any discussidn as to Who is to pay for 
the stamp. It will make a difference of 
many dollars to those companies and con- 
cerns that send out a large number of 
packages and it will make a difference te 
the express company of something like 
$60,000 per year, according to their counsel, 

There will be no increase in the express 
charges and the business will be conducted 
as usual with the exception that packages 
sent from Atlanta and other points in 
Georgia to points in Georgia wiil bear 
stamps paid for by the express company, 

In speaking of the matter yesterday 
Agent Montgomery said: 

“T have received instructions to comply 
with the decision of the state railroad com- 
mission so far as the Georgia business is 
concerned. The interstate business will go 
on as usual and the senders will pay for 
the stamps on packages addressed to points 
outside of Georgia. I had no indication of 
what steps would be taken by the manage- 
ment concerning the ruling of the railroad 
commission until I received a telegram in- 
structing me to comply. I cannot estimate 
what it will cost the company, but since 
the commission has no jurisdiction over 
interstate business the company will be 
forced to pay for the stamps only on pack- 
ages sent to points in this state.”’ 

It was thought by many that the South- 
ern Express Company would fight the rul- 
inz of the railroad commission and an in- 
teresting court contest was expected. There 
was considerable speculation when the time 
limit began to expire as to what the com- 
pany would do and when yesterday no 
action was taken it was thought that prob- 
abiy a surprise would be sprung today. To 
many the action of the company will be 
a surprise. 

The fight before the railroad commission 
and the ruling to the effect that the com- 
pany must pay for the stamps will be well 
remembered. The opinion of Commissioner 
Spencer R. Atkinson on this question and 
on the one bearing on the stamps on tele- 
granis were both printed in The Constitu- 
tion at the time. The case was an interest- 
ing one and attracted attention throughout 


the state. Whether or not the commission 


will try and make the company pay for 
the stamps on all packages that leave 
Georgia or whether or mot anything more 
will be said about the case are mere mat- 
ters of speculation.

There was 
such a halt for a time today and it looked 
as though the reactionists had gained the 
upper hand, Profit taking began from the 
start In some of the recent tavorites and 
he:d them back even wmMhilie the rest of the 
market was rising buoyantly on the outside 
orders which had come into commission 
houses during the Sunday interval. The 
volume of these orders was large and in- 
dicated a growth of confidence by the ouf- 
side public in the value of securities. But 
the disposition to take profits on the 
strength of this outside demand caused a 
feeling of doubt in the minds of room 
traders, and the rumor got into circulation 
that the large moneyed interests which 
bought stocks last week were selling out. 
The professional bears thereupon rushed to 
sell about the time when accumulated com- 
mission house orders had been expected. 
The bears were also inclined to take a 
sceptical view of the reported acceptance 
by Spain for the terms of peace, and they 
had a detailed report in circulation that 
new questions were opened up by the reply 
which endangered the whole negotiations. 
This was before the receipt of the reply in 
cipher by the French embassy at Washing- 
ton. but it was effective in causing a reac- 
tion in spite of the strength of’ Spanish se- 
curities in Paris on peace prospects.

WHEAT AND WHEAT PRICES. 


July Shows Wider Fluctuations Than 
for a Long Series of Years. 


From The New York Stozkholoaer. 

There is more than a speculative interest 
in wheat prices at the present time, as the 
low average to which values have failen has 
a. general as well as. a special influence. 
k'armers can afford to, and no doubt will, 
‘hold on to their new supplies if tae mar- 
ket fails to show. signs of recovery: mean- 
time 60-cent wheat is not an exhilarating 
factor in a situation which can boast of 
more favorable points than have been ob- 
servable for many years. 

While the winter wheat harvest has been 
so bountiful, the small receipts at western 
centers are indicative of no ‘haste on the 
~art of growers to get rid of their stocks. 
They are in a strongly fortified pos:tion, 
with granaries emptied of o.d wheat, so'!d 
at good figures, the proceeds remaining 
largely to tineir credit as a foundation fon 
future operations. The farmers certainly 
seem to have the whip hand of the situa- 
tion, and can regulate the value of the 
¢urrent crop by using judgment in dis- 
posing of their holdings. 

Prices are not inviting to sellers, who 
fare not ‘pressed for money, and as the 
question of money is an easy one, it is yet 
to be seen how long the holdout will last 
and to what extent prices will have to be 
affected before they are sufficiently tempt- 
ing. At all events the situation is one of 
(peculiar interest, and one wnoich courts 
close observation. 


It is a.fact that July. closed with Chicago 


wheat prices lower than for any year pre- 
vious to 1893, lower than for 1897 and higher 
only than the notoriously bad years 1893 
to 1896, inclusive. Another fact in connec- 
tion with recent prices is that the records 
for a number of years fail to show as wide

middle of the month, the quotation fell 24% 
cents to 65%, quoted on the last day. No 
jother, corresponding month shows more 
than thirteen or fourteen points fluctua- 
tion, while the range for July for cash 
wiheat at Chicago previous as for 
a series of years within an. extreme limit 
of nine points.

BUMPER WHEAT CROP. 


Largest Crop in ‘History of the United 
States Will Be Harvested. 


Chicago, August 8.—The Post today says: 

“According to reports received by rail- 
way companies and business men, the 
largest wheat crop in the history of the 
United States will be harvested within a 
fortnigat. The winter M#heat yield, which 
aggregates from 375,000,000,000 to 400,000,000 
bushels .will be increased to the extent 
of nearly 350,000,000 bushels from the spring 
wheat region. The “bumper crop’ of 1891 
will be eclipsed this year by 100,000,000 
bushels from present indications. Reports 
received from members of the National As- 
sociation of Merchants and Travelers, who 
are assembled here today to attend to 
the fall meeting, afford positive proof, it 
is declared, that a new era of prosperity 
is at hand throughout the greag west. 
Railroad officials who have just come 
from extended trips through the spring 
wheat and corn growing states make 
equally optimistic reports. State crop re- 
ports received today from Kansas and 
Michigan say: ‘A bumper crop is here.’ 
And the Pearson-Taft Land Credit Com- 
pany, which holds $9,000,000 worth of farm 
mortgages in the west, has but $17,000 
worth of property under foreclosure.”

Offer- 
wngs still continued in such heavy volume 
atier tis demand was, satisfied that a 
quick decline set in, knocking le a bushel 
vil the opening figures. The change trom 
seeming strength at the opening to its suc- 
ceeaing weakness was aue to selling of 
iong wheat by heavy .raders who antici- 
paied a freer movement in the near future 
irom first nanas. ‘they Knew tnat if tney 
waited for its realization it wouid probda- 
biy be impossibie to dispose of their nhu.a- 
ings at any sucn prices. Among tne rea- 
sons for comtinued weakness were heavy 
estimated receipts for tomorrow and some 
crop reports or a bearish character. ‘Tine 
Shipping demand here was even more ur- 
gent than at any time during the previous 
week’s advancing market. As high as 7c 
premium over September price was paid 
ror one lot of No. 2 red and plenty more 
coyld have been disposed ot at the same 
premium but for holders advancing their 
views to 7%c. Minneapolis and Dulutn 
received 138 cars, against 182 a_year ago. 
The. Atlantigsport exports were equal in 
wheat and flour to 325,000 bushels. Sep- 
tember opened %c higher at 68%@68'¢c, soid 
up to 685gc, fell off to 664%4.@66%c and closed 
at 665c bid. December began 4@%c up 
at 66%@66%c, rose to 67c and declined to 
6o44c bid at the close. 

Ample rains Saturday and Sunday started 
corn weak today. The decline was only 
temporary, however, as reports of crop 
prospects were far from giving assurance 
Of a satisfactory yield. From Kansas the 
news was of a lugubrious character, Chi- 
cago receipts were 556 cars, with 840 estl- 
mated for tomorrow. The increased move- 
ment imdicated by the latter figures was 
a preventative of too much enthusiasm on 
the bull side. September opened unchang- 
ed to %c lower at from 33%c to 33%, de- 
clined to 325gc, recovered to 334@33%c and 
closed with sellers at 33%4c.

Atlanta Exchange Grain 


Chicago, August 8.—Both the bulls and 
bears had a turn in wheat today. The 
sharp advance at Liverpool and Paris, 
combined with the Missouri crop report, 
which indicated a poor yield in that state— 
only ten bushels to the acre—had the effect 
of turning general sentiment so strongly 
to the buying side that prices advanced 
substantially. Continued sluggish receipts 
also encouraged the bulls for a time. La- 
ter, however, a decided change came over 
the situation. Liverpool cables showed a 
drop of %c from the top. Reports from 
the northwest showed perfect weather and 
Michigan reported that the whgat yield in 
that state would be the second largest 
ever raised. These factors forced a combi- 
nation which was too much for the buils 
to buck against and as a result of the 
scrambie to sell prices declined rapidly. 
Receipts here aggregated 106 cars, while 
the northwest reported 138 cars against 
182 last year. 

Better reports from the country started 
corn «a trifle lower. Traders showed more 
disposition to sell than to buy and con- 
siderable long stuff was liquidated as the 
‘session progressed. In comsequence the 
market became depressed and prices de- 
clined steadily. 

Oats ruled lower in sympathy. 

A small supply of hogs at the yards and 
improved prices started provisions firm. 
The market was dull and narrow, however, 
and yielded somewhat on selling by pack- 
ers. 


Paine, Murphy & Co.’s Grain Letter. 


Atlanta, August 8.—Liverpool cables were 
higher, September closing 1d above Satur- 
day’s prices. The opening here was %c 
above last night’s prices, but there seemed 
an abundance of wheat offering. The 
movement was more liberal, Chicago re- 
ceiving 106 cars with estimates tomorrow 
430 cars. This shows farmers taking ad- 
vantage of the rise in prices to market 
some of their holdings.

The intention of the police commissioners 
is not so much to lodge complaint against 
the guilty policemen for drinking at such 
places, but to severely condemn an officer 
who lent his presence, and hence his pro- 
tection to resorts which to all appearances 
were illegal. 

Attention was called to the fact that one 
of the managers of the three clubs raided, 
Perino Jordan, was a supernumerary on the 
police force. Jordan was not at work, 
having been granted a three months’: leave 
of absence. It was decided that it might 
be well for the chairman of the board to

Both the chief of police and Captain 
Slaughter, of the detective department, had 
high words of praise for the men during 
the reunion of the confederate veterans. 
The chief said the entire department had 
done good and faithful work, and Captain 
Siaughter said the detectives had kept the 
people.from becoming victims to pickpock- 
ets and other thieves. These reports will 
be read out to all the watches. 

In his report Chief Manly stated that the 
total number of cases made last month 
was 1,280, of which 158 were for state of- 
fenses and 1,122 for city offenses. The 
fines in the recorder’s court amounted to 
$4,421, of which $1,678 was paid in cash.

thig kind occupy cansiderable time and the 
week is one of the ynast important of the 
year, om ss 

At norma! class’ the teachers in the va- 
rious grades are given different Kinds of 
work. That is, the kind of work which 
they will have to do during the year. This 
suffices to give them,a valuable training 
and is found to be of great aid to. them 
during the school term. 

Atlanta teachers are known to take an 
unusual amount of itnterest in their work 
and none of them fail to be present at 
the normal classes during the year. The 
normal class beginning August 29th, will 
be the largest of the year and they will 
be crowded with teachers desiring to ob- 
tain information which wil] aid them in the 
care of the children in their grades. 

Many Kind things have been said about 
the Atlanta teachers and their excellent 
work and great care has been taken by 
the board of education in their selection. 
All of them have had more or less experi- 
ence and are among the best to be found 
in any school system in this counry. 

At the normal class during the week pre- 
ceding the opening of ‘the schools for the 
year the teachers will do the usual normal 
class work, though at this time it will bé 
more é¢laborate.

Amount Necessary for Building Almost 
Ready for Use.

FIRST UNIVERSALIST CHURCH BUILT HERE 


It Is Expected That the Church Will 
Be Completed and Dedicated

[exe first Universalist church to be 
erected in Atlanta will in all proba- 
bility have its corner stone laid within 
the next six months. if mothing occurs to 
alter the present plans of the members 
of the denomination. 

No lot has as yet ween purchased for 
the church building, as it has only been in 
the last few months that matter have 
reached’such a point taat it was possible 
for the Universalists of the city to con- 
template building such a church as will be 
a credit to the city of Atlanta. 

For some time past tae Universalists 
have been ‘holding their services in the 
Good Templars’ hall, 72% North Broad 
street, but under the pastorship of Rev. W. 
H. McGlaufiin the congregation has grown 
to such size as to make a church building 
awn absolute necessity. 

Wihen Dr. McGlauflin first came to At- 
lanta and entered tipon his work of or- 
ganizing a Universalist church -he started 
a fund which has grown to such propor- 
tions as to make it possibie to start in 
at once on the plans to build a church. 

The national church extension commit- 
tee of Boston has made a proposition to 
the church, through its pastor, Dr. Mece- 
Giauflin, that practically assures the build- 
ing of the church, 

“Our church was never in a more pros- 
perous condition than it is today,” said 
Dr. McGlauflin yesterday, “and our pros- 
pects of having a churcn buliding for the 
exclusive use of our denomination is ex- 
cellent. For several years we have been 
putting in 
current expenses and wuhe asSistauice that 
we expect to get from the nauonail churn 
extéenis.on committee Makes it possibdse for 
us to contempiate a churcna buliding within 
the mext year. 

“For every dollar that we turn over to 
the committee taat boay guarantees tu put 
$4 with it, and as we have been sending 
unem money from time to time for twv 
years past, [ estimate that we must have

“The church will no doubt be built em- 
tirely of brick, with stone trimmings, and 
an architect in Birmingham has already 
started to make some preliminary sketches. 
We wish it to be handsome and unique, 
and I think that before we are through 
we will have one of the prettiest little 
churches im the city 

‘“‘During my recent trip north I was able 
to raise nearly $1,000 toward the building, 
and we have been very successful here in 
raising similar funds. 

“The church is assured and we shall

HE ENLISTED TO FIGHT SPAIN 


He Didn;t Expect To Stay in Army 
After the War Was Over. 


SAYS THERE IS NO UNPLEASANT FEELING - 


Speaks Highly of Colonel Ray and All 
the Officers—Tells How Weil 
He Was Treated by Col. Ray. 


APTAIN CHARLES K. MADDOX, 
formerly captain company M, Ray's 

regiment of “‘immunes,”’ has returned 
to Atlanta and began the discharge of his 
duties in the postoffice bright and early 
yesterday morning. He has been visited by 
a large number of friends and he tells in- 
teresting stories of camp life. He praises 
2ll the officers of the regiment and espe- 
cially Colonel Ray. 

Captain Maddox laughs at the idea that 
he resigned from the army on account of 
any trouble with his commanding officer 
and says his pleasant association with that 
officer fS one of the things which caused 
him to desire to continue in the service. 

Captain Maddox gives as his reason for 
not remaining in the army the fact that 
the-war is practically over and he would 
not get a change to fight. He went for the 
purpose of fighting and when he saw that 
his regiment would never engage the ene- 
my he tendered his resignation and return- 
ed to his duties in civil life. 

“IT joined the army beca'use I desired to 
fight,’"”’ said Captain Maddox yesterday. 
“When I went in I did not intend to remain 
in the army permanently and expected to 
leave army life ag soon as the war was 
over. The fighting seems to have been 
concluded and there will be no excitement 
beyond that incidental to patroling Santia- 
go, and for this reason I resigned. 

“Tt is absurd to think that I resigned on 
account of any unpleasantness between 
Colone] Ray and myself. As a matter of 
fact he displayed a marked fondness for 
my company and has given it high praise 
on many occasions. He selected a large 
number of officers from my company. The 
provost sergeant, the chief musician, the 
colonel’s orderly, the quartermaster sfr- 
geant and the adjutant of the Third VDat- 
talion were al] taken from my company 
and appointed by Colonel Ray. These were 
about ail the offices he had to give. Colonel 
Ray was surprised when I tendered my 
resignation, although he realized I was do- 
ing the best thing for myself unless I 
intended to remain in the army permanent- 
ly.’’ 

Captain Maddox would say nothing con. 
cerning the resignations of the other offi- 
cers. He said he did not know why they 
had resigned and could only account for 
himself, . 

Concerning yellow fever he said this Was 
not the cause of his resignation and \he 
would have been willing to go anywhere 
his orders directed had he remained with 
the regiment. 

Captain Maddox says the officers and 
men seem glad at a chance to move. He 
Says the regiment is composed of congenial 
men and the officers are all on the very 
best of terms. He speaks highly of both 
officers and men and appears to regret 
that he could not see it to his best inter-~ 
ests to remain in the army.

PETITION IS BEFORE COUNCIL 


Consolicated Has Asked To Be Allowed 
To Cross. 


OTHER BRIDGES SOURCE OF REVENUE 


Cars Pay To Cross Broad and Forsyth 
Street and Jones Ave- 
nue Bridges. 
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Editor Constitution—Very often I see and 
hear things that I do not understand, and 
simply; pass them by, as they do not 
affect the interests of my neighbors or my- 
self. However, in the last few days, some 
things that have transpired are very 
strange and inexplicable to me as a citizen 
and a taxpayer, and I would be greatly 
obliged if you or any of your numerous 
readers could explain the matter. I refer 
to the recent granting by the city council 
of the right of way to the Consolidated 
Street Car Company over the Mitchell 
street viaduct which, if I am rightly in- 
formed, will not be finished for some 
months yet. I can’t understand why this 
undue haste nor why it should be granted 
to the Consolidated company of all others. 
Now comes in the part of this transaction 
that I can’t understand when viewed from 
a point of interest to the citizens of At- 
lanta. The city has just been to the ex- 
pense of several thousand dollars endeav- 
oring to force this company to be just and 
fair by her citizens in the matter of 
transfers. Now, with this company defy- 
ing them, and fighting them through all 
the courts in the land and refus.ng to 
grant to her citizens the same accommoda- 
tions in the way of transfers that Chatta- 
nooga, Rome, Macon, Augusta, Savannah, 
Jacksonville, Charleston, and in fact all 
cities of any size grant to their citizens— 
now, I say, in the face of all this, they 
grant them further rights to use streets 
not yet in existence, anithat without pay- 
ing for the use of the same. 

Is this not strange? 

If I Had a man upon my land that was 
a disagreeable tenant that I could not 
agree with and would not do me justice, 
I most certainly would not let him have 
any more land to occupy until we came 
to some agreement upon that of which he 
was already a tenant satisfactory to me 
as a jandlord; nor woulda any other man 
with a thimbleful of brains. Then why 
should our city continue to give away to 
this corporation any further streets until 
they can come to an agreement on what 
they already occupy? They already have 
their tracks on the principal streets of this 
city without one cent of rents, which 
would bring a revenue of thousands of 
dollars leased to other companies, and 
still they say we are not entitled to tné 
justice granted by companies in other cities 
not having half the business the Consoll- 
dated does. Is there any contract com- 
pelling the city to continue to allow them 
the ‘use of our streets? If not, it scerns, 
in all justice to the citizens of Atlanta, 
that this thing should stop until this mog- 
ster corporation did justice to the tax- 
payers of Atlanta. Nor do I believe Mayor 
Collier will approve the granting 
of more territory to this company 
until they comply with the rea- 
sonable demands that the city of Atlanta 
makes at their hands. I am no stockholder 
in any street railway company, nor do I 
ever expect to be, hence this is beyond 
my comprehension of finding out. I would 
be very much obliged to you if you would 
enlighten not only me, but many other 
citizens how it is, in the face of all these 
facts, the city continues giving such valu- 
able concessions to such a grasping cor- 
poration. Now, in view of these facts, say- 
ing nothing of how they treated the city 
@uring the exposition, should we give 
them further territory until they grant our 
most remarkable demand?

The foregoing letter, which was received 
yesterday by The Constitution, was evi- 
dently written under a misapprehension of 
the facts, as the petition presented by the 
Atlanta Consolidated street railway in the 
last session of council asking for the priv- 
ilege of extending its tracks over the new 
Mitchell street viaduct was not granted 
and was only referred to the proper com- 
mittee, not even power to act being given. 

The policy of-the city in the past has 
been to require a revenue for the uee of 
the bridges and in the case of the new 
viaduct that is being built across Mitchell 
street the city will own the tracks und will 
charge for the running of cars across the 
structure. 

When the mew Broad street bridge was 
built the Consolidated contributed  $5,C00 
toward the cost of the bridge, thus secur- 
ing the right to run its cars across. 

The new Forsyth street bridge is a source 
of considerable revenue to the city. as the 
Atlanta electric line pays $700 annually 
for ten cars and the contract requires that 
the company will pay $50 annually for each 
additional car. 

The Collins Park and Belt Railroad Com- 
pany, running to the Chattahoochee river, 
pays the city $200 per annum for the use 
of the Jomes avenue bridge.

Three Detachments of Cavalrymen Left 
Fort McPherson for Montauk 
Point Yesterday Afternoon. 


———— 
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ment of the gulf yesterday morning 

authorizing a new recruit camp to be 
established for the accommodation of the 
soldiers who have been left at Fort Mc- 
Pherson. Pearl Springs, a beautiful resort 
a few miles from Newnam, Ga., has been 
selected as the site for the new camp and 
before the end of this week the grounds, 
consisting of several naundred acres rented 
by the government, will be covered with 
the white tents of the recruits and will be 
teeming with the life of am army camp. 

The Seventeenth infantry, which has near- 
ly 300 recruits at the post, will be the first to 
leave for the new encampment and after 
them will go detachments of the Twenty- 
fourth and Twenty-fifth infantry, the de- 
parture of which will reduce the garrison 
at Fort McPherson to its living number. 

Captain Rodgers, of the Seventeenth in- 
fantry, who will be placed in command of 
the Pearl Springs camp temporarily, left 
for Newnan yesterday afternoon to select 
the site for the tents that will be carried 
along for use until the ehacks can be 
erected. Work on the rude barracks to 
be used by the retruits as quarters has 
been contracted for and will begin today. 
By the last of the week the shacks will 
be ready for occupancy and the recruits of 
the Twenty-fourth and Twenty-fifth infan- 
try will go into them as soon as they are 
ready for the men. | 

Five regiments are now represented at 
Camp Hobson, near Lithia Springs, and 
the men in camp number more than 1,600, 
giving the officers .nere as many soldiers 
as thev can take care of. The camp is 
being continually augmented by recruits 
who are coming in daily from the north, 
and in a short time over 2,000 soldiers will 
be quartered at the place. 

It is feared that the sanitary conditions 
of Camp Hobson will be seriously affect- 
ed if any more men are sent there, and 
for this reason the order for the new camp 
at Pearl Springs was issued. 

Uinless further orders are received from 
General Pennington, commanding the de- 
partment of the gulf, the commander of 
Fort McPherson has been notified to send 
no more soldiers to Lithia Sprimgs except 
those recruits who belong to the regiments 
now incamp. Those will go direct to Lith- 
ia Springs and will not report at Fort Mc- 
Pherson. 

Cavalrymen Leave for Montauk. 

The recruits for the First, Ninth and 
Tenth cavalry, numbering in all more than 
500 men, were shipped off to Montauk Point, 
L. L.. yesterday afternoon at 4 o'clock. The 
specia] containing the recruits was com- 
posed of twelve coaches and was one of the 
largest trains that has left Fort -McPher- 
son for some time. 

In command of the cavalrymen was Cap- 
tain Woodward, of the Tenth regiment, 
one of the most experenced officers in the 
service. 

The three detachments will arrive at 
Montauk Point tomorrow at noon and will 
be the first of the egoldiers to arrive at 
that place, which has been selected by the 
War department as the camp for General 
Shafter’s army. 

Before leaving the post the detachments 
of cavalry were orde:ed out on the field 
and each man was given his full equipment 
for the service, together with rations to 
last him for three days. An extra issue 
of clothing was given each recruit to pro- 
vide against a sudden change in the 
weather in the trip northward. 

Much work is entaitea on the officers at 
the post in getting oft a large detachment 
of men, both in the matter of providing 
them with necessities .vr the trip and in 
arranging for transportation. 

The cavalry recruits presented a splen- 
did sight in their new uniforms and equip- 
ments drawn up acress the drill ground 
for inspection immediately before 
ing to the train. 

The cavalrymen have been at the post 
longer than most of tne infantry detach- 
ments and the men have been brought 
up to a fair state of perfection in drill 
and they made a spiendid showing march- 
ing to the train. Flags were fiying at 
the head of each detachment and the re- 
cruits who were left behind gave the more 
fortunate cavalrymen a hearty cheer as 
they Boarded the train.
